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General 


1,01  This  is  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  Indian  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Social  Science  Research  (ICSSR)  pertaining  to  the  year 
April  1980  to  March  1981. 

Composition  of  the  ICSSR 

1.02  The  ICSSR,  which  is  an  autonomous  organization 
established  by  the  Government  of  India  in  1969,  is  composed 
of  twenty-six  members,  i.e.,  a  Chairman,  eighteen  social 
scientists,  six  representatives  of  the  Government  (all  nominated 
by  the  Government)  and  a  Member-Secretary  (appointed  by 
the  ICSSR  with  the  approval  of  the  Government), 

1,03  During  the  year  under  review  the  terms  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  members  came  to  an  end  :  (1)  Professor  (Miss)  Aloo  J. 
Dastur,  (2)  Professor  Ealwant  Reddy,  (3)  Professor  M.N, 
Srinivas,  (4)  Professor  Mohd.  Shaft,  (5)  Professor  D.K,  Dutt, 
and  (6)  Shri  R.K.  Patil.  Against  these  vacancies,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  appointed  (1)  Professor  Rasheeduddin  Khan, 
(2)  Professor  B.M.  Udgaonkar,  (3)  ProfessorS.  Chakravarty, 
(4)  Professor  P.C.  Joshi,  (5)  Professor  D.M>  Pestonjee  and 
(6)  Professor  J.P.  Naik. 

1.04  The  term  of  office  of  Professor  Rajni  Kothari  as 
Chairman  came  to  an  end  in  July  1980  and  Shri  G.  Parthasarathi 
took  over  as  Chairman  of  the  ICSSR. 

1.05  The  composition  of  the  ICSSR  as  on  31  March  1981 
is  given  in  Appendix  I.

II 

Research  Promotion 

2.01  Promotion  of  research  is  the  most  important  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Council.  This  is  being  pursued  through  a 
number  of  schemes  aimed  at  building  the  infrastructure  for 
research,  financing  of  research  projects,  awarding  research 
fellowships,  providing  grants  to  meet  research  expenditure, 
assisting  training  programmes,  etc. 

Surveys  of  Research  in  Social  Sciences  :  First  Series 

2.02  Under  a  major  project  undertaken  by  the  ICSSR  soon 
after  its  inception  to  conduct  a  survey  of  research  in  social 
sciences  (covering  broadly  the  period  up  to  1969),  the  second 
volume  in  the  field  of  Political  Science  was  published  during 
the  year.  The  third  volume  was  sent  to  press  and  the  two 
remaining  volumes  were  under  finalization. 
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Physical  Geography 

2.03  A  Survey  of  Research  in  Physical  Geography  covering 
the  period  1968-77  has  been  taken  up  under  the  joint  auspices 
of  the  ICSSR  and  the  Council  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research.  Prepared  under  the  editorship  of  Professor  CJD. 
Deshpande,  the  volume  is  likely  to  be  published  shortly. 

Surveys  of  Research  :  Second  Series 

2.04  The  ICSSR  had  decided,  as  part  of  its  programme  for 
the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Five-Year  Plans,  to  continue  this  scheme  of 
research  surveys  beyond  1969  and  to  bring  out  a  second 
series.  The  work  accomplished  till  the  end  of  1980-81  is  as 
follows  :

2.05  The  report  on  the  second  survey  of  research  in 
Psychology  covering  the  period  1971-76  has  been  prepared 
under  the  editorship  of  Professor  Udai  Pareek.  The  first  part 
of  this  has  been  published  and  the  second  part  is  in  the 
press.

2.06  A  second  survey  of  research  in  Geography  pertaining

2.08  A  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Public  Admiriistra- 
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lion  pertaining  to  the  period  1970-77  has  been  commissioned 
under  the  editorship  of  Professor  Kuldeep  Mathur.  Draft 
papers  on  the  various  sub-fields  have  been  received. 

Management 

2.09  The  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Management 
covering  the  period  1970-77  has  also  been  commissioned  under 
the  editorship  of  Professor  B.L.  Maheshwari.  A  few  draft 
papers  commissioned  under  this  programme  have  been 
received. 

Other  Research  Surveys 

2.10  An  Annotated  and  Classified  Bibliography  of  Indian 
Demography  completed  by  Professor  P.B.  Desai  is  in  press. 

2.11  The  report  of  Research  Survey  in  Criminology  com¬ 
missioned  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  J.P.  Tatar  has  been 
received. 

2.12  A  scheme  to  publish  a  volume  on  Survey  of  Research 
in  Indian  History  (Social  and  Economic)  has  been  taken  up. 
Six  trend  reports  have  been  commissioned  on  the  following 
themes  :  viz.,  (i)  Economic  History  of  Ancient  India  ;  (ii) 
Social  History  of  Ancient  India ;  (iii)  Social  History  of 
Medieval  India ;  (iv)  Economic  History  of  Medieval  India  ; 
(v)  Social  History  of  Modern  India  ;  (vi)  Economic  History 
of  Modern  India.  Five  of  these  have  been  received. 

Research  Projects 

2.13  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  (1980-81),  261  research 
proposals  received  from  social  scientists  were  under  considera¬ 
tion.  During  the  year,  208  fresh  proposals  were  received.  Of 
the  total  469  research  proposals,  62  were  sanctioned,  90  were 
rejected  or  recorded  for  various  reasons  and  317  were  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A  list  of  projects  sanc¬ 
tioned  during  the  year  is  given  in  Appendix  2. 

2.14  Eighty  completed  reports  of  research  projects  were 
received  during  the  year  (Appendix  4).  The  progress  of  the 
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research  projects  sanctioned  till  1979-80  is  given  in  the 
following  table  :

The  Fellowship  Programme 

2,15  The  Council  has  taken  a  decision  to  institute  an  addi¬ 
tional  category  of  doctoral  fellowships,  namely,  Fellowships 
for  Physically  Handicapped/Disabled  Scholars,  Under  this,  six 
fellowships  will  be  awarded  annually.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
decision  has  been  taken  to  award  five  fellowships  in  the  area  of 
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medical  sociology/anthropology/health  care  under  the  scheme 
Fellowships  for  Sponsored  Research  Programmes. 

2.16  The  earlier  schemes  of  Post-Doctoral  Fellowships 
and  Fellowships  for  Young  Social  Scientists  have  been  brought 
under  one  broad  category  called  General  Fellowships.  This 
category  of  fellowships  will  cater  to  the  needs  of  young  social 
scientists  who  have  shown  significant  promise  and  competence 
for  research  work  who  have  completed  their  Ph.D.  or  done 
equivalent  research  work  of  merit  and  desire  to  work  on 
approved  research  projects  at  institutions  of  excellence  under 
the  guidance  of  or  in  collaboration  with  a  senior  social 
scientist. 

2.17  All  other  schemes  continued  as  before.  A  list  of 
scholars,  who  were  awarded  various  fellowships  and  study 
grants,  is  furnished  in  Appindix  3.

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Contingency  Grants 

2.21  During  the  year  under  review  124  Contingency  Grants 
have  been  sanctioned  for  research  scholars,  making  a  total  of 
585  such  grants  since  the  inception  of  the  Council. 

Study  Grants 

2.22  Under  the  scheme  of  Study  Grants,  financial  assis¬ 
tance  to  research  scholars  to  cover  the  cost  of  travel  and  stay  at 
specified  rates  and  places  is  being  provided  for  consulting 
library  material  which  is  not  available  near  their  places  of 
research/residence.  The  details  in  respect  of  study  grants  sanc¬ 
tioned  at  the  selected  Centres  of  ICSSR  during  the  period  April 
1980  to  March  1981  are  given  below  :

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Sponsored  Programmes 

2.23  The  ICSSR  adopted  the  concept  of  ‘sponsoring* 
research  in  areas  of  priority  and  significance  on  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  First  Review  Committee.  Areas  of  priority  were 
selected  and  scholars  and  institutions  who  could  undertake 
research  on  these  areas  from  time  to  time  were  identified.  The 
sponsorship  is  normally  continued  until  it  is  felt  that  some 
active  interest  in  the  area  has  been  inculcated  amongst  the 
scholars  or  some  substantial  research  monographs  have  been 
prepared  and  the  results  disseminated  among  the  concerned 
academic  and  professional  community. 

2.24  The  progress  made  by  the  various  sponsored  pro¬ 
grammes  is  as  follows ; 

Poverty  and  Unemployment 

2.25  Under  this  programme,  initialed  in  1975,  all  the  ten 
studies  sanctioned  have  been  completed.  The  Documentation- 
cum-Clearing  House  Centre  established  at  the  Western  Regional 
Centre  of  the  ICSSR  continued  to  collect  data/information  on 
Poverty  and  Unemployment  during  the  year. 

Rural  Development 

2.26  This  programme,  started  as  a  follow  up  of  the  Inte¬ 
grated  Area  Development  Programme,  was  continued  tinder 
which  macro  and  micro  studies  have  been  sanctioned.  The 
Council  has  also  promoted  studies  in  the  field  of  rural  industries 
and  studies  on  the  evaluation  of  different  governmental  schemes 
on  agricultural/rural  development.  Two  action-cum-research 
studies,  one  to  study  the  application  of  appropriate  technology 
in  the  rural  society  and  the  other  to  study  experimentation  in 
rural  education  were  also  going  on. 

Governmental  Systems  and  Development 

2.27  The  programme  was  continued  during  the  year  and 
four  out  of  the  six  studies  sanctioned  under  Phase  I  were  com¬ 
pleted. 
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Social  Indicators 

2.28  Several  studies  taken  up  under  the  programme  have 
been  completed  and  the  programme  was  nearing  completion. 


Major  Projects 

2.29  The  project  on  Analysis  and  Utilization  of  Census 
and  Related  Data  1872-1971  has  been  completed.  Three  more 
volumes  have  been  published  during  the  year.  These  are  repor¬ 
ted  in  the  chapter  on  publications. 

2.30  The  other  three  projects,  viz.,  (1)  Agrarian  Structure, 
Tensions,  Movements  and  Peasant  Organizations  in  India,  (2) 
Indian  Economy  since  Independence,  (3)  Historical  Statistics  of 
India,  were  continued  during  the  year. 


Training  Courses  in  Research  Methodology 

2.31  During  the  period  under  review  the  following  Training 
Courses  in  Research  Methodology  were  organized/supported  : 

(1)  Training  Course  in  Research  Methodology  in  Econo¬ 
mics,  at  the  Sardar  Patel  Institute  of  Economic  and 
Social  Research,  Ahmedabad,  from  6  May  1980  to  14 
June  1980. 

(2)  Inter-disciplinary  Research  Methodology  Workshop,  at 
the  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  University  of 
Mysore,  Mysore,  in  collaboration  with  the  Madras 
Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Madras,  from  28  to 
31  May  1980. 

(3)  Partial  support  to  Training  Course  in  Research  Metho¬ 
dology  in  Economic  Theory,  at  the  Indian  Statistical 
Institute,  New  Delhi,  from  20  February  1981  to  20 
March  1981  organized  during  the  visit  to  India  of  two 
distinguished  economists,  Professor  L.  Hurwicz  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota  and  Professor  W.  Hitdenbrand 
of  the  University  of  Bonn.

Documentation 


3.01  An  important  area  of  service  of  ICSSR  is  related  to 
documentation  in  the  field  of  social  sciences.  The  ICSSR  conti¬ 
nues  to  serve  the  information  needs  of  the  social  scientists  by 
providing  literature  search  service,  and  promoting  and  co-ordi¬ 
nating  bibliographical  and  documentation  activities  in  the 
country. 

Retrospective  Cumulative  Index  to  Indian  Soda]  Science 
Periodicals 

3.02  Started  during  1977  this  project  when  completed 
would  provide  reasonable  bibliographic  control  of  periodical 
literature  published  in  this  country. 

3.03  A  volume  on  Education  Indian  Education  Index 
{1947-1978)  has  been  brought  out  jointly  by  ICSSR  and  Indian 
Institute  of  Education,  Pune.  It  is  a  combined  retrospective 
index  to  26  Indian  journals  in  Education.  Work  on  Sociology 
is  nearing  completion  and  work  on  Political  Science  and  Econo¬ 
mics  is  in  progress, 

3.04  In  addition  to  the  journals  reported  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1979-80,  the  indexing  of  certain  new  journals  was 
taken  up.  During  the  period  under  report,  the  indexing  of  34 
journals  (listed  in  Appendix  6)  was  continued. 


Inter-Library  Resources  Centre  (ILRC) 

3.05  In  order  to  make  it  convenient  for  the  readers,  the 
reading  room  is  kept  open  from  8  AM  to  S  PM  Monday 
through  Friday  and  9.30  AM  to  5.30  PM  on  Saturday,  Sunday 
and  other  Gazetted  holidays. 

3.06  About  9,600  scholars  visited  the  Centre  to  consult 
materials  for  their  research  and  more  than  3,000  reference 
queries  were  entertained, 

3.07  About  1,300  documents  including  back  files  of  35 
journals  (bound  and  loose)  were  received  in  the  ILRC  as 
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gift/deposit  from  the  Ministry  of  Finance  Library,  American 
Centre  Library,  Ford  Foundation,  and  BHEL  Library. 

3.08  Duplicate  copies  of  these  issues  were  sorted  out  and 
distributed  among  the  ICSSR  Regional  Centres  and  research 
institutions  for  their  use. 

Acquisitions 

3.09  About  1,500  publications  (including  205  dissertations, 
300  reports  of  research  projects,  500  pamphlets/ reports,  etc.) 
and  1,600  periodicals  were  acquired  for  the  ILRC  on  exchange 
or  as  gift  or  on  subscription.  In  addition,  about  150  periodicals 
were  subscribed  for  ICWA  library  under  the  collaboration  pro¬ 
gramme  for  development  of  the  ICWA  library. 

Exchange 

3.10  ICSSR  is  having  an  exchange  system  with  more  than 
1,000  institutions  and  receiving  about  1,500  periodicals/serials 
in  exchange  with  Council's  journals/publications. 

3.11  During  the  period  under  report,  about  1,000  exchange 
proposals  were  sent  out  of  which  about  400  materialized. 

Weeding  Out 

3.12  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Docu¬ 
mentation  Services  and  Research  Information,  a  list  of  over  300 
items  to  be  weeded  out  from  the  Documentation  Centre’s 
collection  was  prepared  and  circulated  to  ICSSR  Regional 
Centres/other  research  institutes  during  the  period  under  report. 
The  process  of  transferring  these  publications  to  the  Regional 
Centres/research  institutes  on  “first-come-first  serve  basis”  was 
continued. 

Reprographic  and  Microfilming  Services 

3.13  The  Reprographic  and  Microfilming  Services  Unit 
provided  photo-copies  of  about  1 6,000  pages  from  various 
documents. 
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Inter-Library  Loan  Services 

3.14  Under  the  Inter-Library  Loan  programme,  which  lias 
been  linked  with  the  Reprographic  and  Microfilming  Services 
because  of  the  increasing  demand  for  photo-copies,  more  than 
1,500  documents  were  borrowed  from  the  cooperating  libraries 
for  duplication  of  relevant  portions  as  well  as  for  consultation 
by  scholars  in  the  reading  room. 


Research  Information 

3.15  The  Research  Information  Unit  of  the  SSDC/ILRC 
continued  to  provide  bibliographical  and  referral  services  to 
libraries  and  research  scholars. 

3.16  A  list  of  research  reports  available  in  the  SSDC 
library  was  brought  out  and  circulated  to  various  institutions 
and  ICSSR  Regional  Centres. 

3.17  Research  scholars  were  provided  with  short/select 
bibliographies  on  topics  of  their  interest  on  a  nominal  charge 
of  Rs.  5  for  100  entries  or  part  thereof.  During  the  period 
under  report,  44  select  and  short  bibliographies  were  supplied. 

3.18  As  the  Indian  correspondent  for  International  Biblio¬ 
graphies,  the  SSDC  provided  lists  of  books  published  in  India 
during  1980  in  Economics,  Political  Science  and  Sociology  to 
the  International  Committee  for  Social  Science  Documentation 
(Paris)  for  incorporating  in  the  respective  volumes  of  the 
bibliographies, 

3.19  During  the  period  under  report  the  Sanskrit  volume 
was  sent  to  the  press  for  publication.  The  manuscript  of  the 
Bengali  fascicule  is  also  ready  to  be  released  for  printing.  The 
remaining  volumes  are  still  at  the  various  stages  of  compilation* 

Area  Studies  Bibliographies 

3.20  The  project  of  Area  Studies  Bibliographies,  started 
during  1979  aims  at  bringing  together  all  social  science  materi¬ 
als  of  research  value  pertaining  to  the  different  states  and  union 
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territories.  The  compilation  work  is  in  progress  in  Andhra 
Pradesh,  Bihar,  Delhi,  Gujarat,  Karnataka,  Madhya  Pradesh, 
Punjab,  Tamil  Nadu,  and  Uttar  Pradesh. 


Language  Bibliographies 

3.21  Under  this  project  it  is  planned  to  bring  out  Language 
Bibliographies  of  social  science  research  materials  available  in 
all  the  Indian  languages.  The  compilation  work  of  the  following 
Indian  language  bibliographies  is  in  progress  :  (i)  Bibliography 
of  Social  Science  Materials  in  Gujarati,  (ii)  Bibliography  of 
Social  Science  Materials  in  Hindi. 

3.22  Grant-in-aid  for  documentation  and  bibliographical 
services  has  been  released  to  the  following  associations/institm 
tions  :

Publications 


Anthologies  anti  Classics 

4.01  Under  its  new  publication  policy,  the  ICSSR  has 
undertaken  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  two-volume 
anthology  on  the  study  of  society  in  India,  devoting  the  first 
volume  to  “theoretical  perspectives”  and  the  second  to  the 
“data  base”. 

4.02  The  two  volumes  would  be  compiled  in  English  and 
writings  in  any  of  the  Indian  languages  chosen  for  inclusion 
would  have  to  be  translated  into  English. 

4.03  Another  related  scheme  aims  at  the  preparation  of 
critical  and  annotated  editions  of  contributions  of  leading 
Indian  social  scientists  in  a  series  of  “Classics”.  Each  volume 
will  carry  an  introductory  essay  by  the  editor  bringing  out  the 
significance  of  the  chosen  text(s).  To  begin  with,  the  edi¬ 
torial  work  relating  to  B.N.  Ganguli’s  classic  treatise  on  the 
“Trends  and  Population  in  the  Ganges  Valley :  A  Study  in 
Agricultural  Economics”  has  been  assigned  to  Professor  Asok 
Mitra. 

4.04  An  Advisory  Committee  of  eleven  social  scientists  has 
been  constituted  to  advise  on  this  scheme  of  publishing  antho¬ 
logies  and  classics. 


Journals 

ICSSR  Newsletter 

4.05  The  Council  continued  to  publish  the  half-yearly 
ICSSR  Newsletter  which  gives  an  account  of  the  Council’s 
major  programmes  and  activities.  Efforts  are  being  made  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Newsletter  to  include  essential  re¬ 
search  information  from  other  research  institutes/organizations. 
During  the  year  under  review  Vol.  X  (No.  2)  and  Vol.  XI 
(No.  1)  were  published. 
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Journals  of  Abstracts  and  Reviews 

4.06  The  Council's  programme  of  publication  of  journals 
covering  a  wide  field  of  social  sciences  continued  during  the 
year.  Together,  these  journals  are  intended  to  build  up  the 
infrastructure  for  research  in  social  sciences  by  providing 
abstracts  and  reviews  of  major  research  findings. 


ICS  SR  Research  Abstracts  Quarterly 

4.07  This  journal,  published  directly  by  the  ICSSR,  con¬ 
tains  abstracts  of  mostly  reports  of  research  projects  financed 
by  the  ICSSR.  During  the  year  VoL  VII  (Nos.  1  and  2),  Vol. 

VII  (No.  3)  and  Vol.  VII  (No. 4)  and  Vol.  VIII  (No.  1)  were 
published  ;  and  Vol.  VIII  (No.  2)  was  edited  and  sent  to 
press. 

Indian  Dissertation  Abstracts 

4.08  This  quarterly  journal,  which  publishes  synopses  of 
doctoral  dissertations  in  social  sciences  approved  by  the 
Indian  universities  was  continued  during  the  year  and  Vol. 

VIII  (No.  I)  was  published,  and  Vol,  VIII  (No.  2)  and  Vol. 
VIII  (No.  3)  were  edited  and  sent  to  press. 

4.09  In  addition,  the  ICSSR  continued  to  publish  (or 
assist  publication  of)  journals  of  abstracts  of  research  papers 
and  reviews  of  important  books  published  in  different  social 
science  disciplines.  The  following  publications  were  brought 
out  during  the  year :

Data  Archives 
Acquisition  of  Data  Sets 

5.01  One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  Data  Archives 
has  been  acquisition  of  data  sets  in  machine-readable  form 
generated  by  the  projects  funded  by  the  ICSSR.  However,  out 
of  the  experience  gained  over  the  last  few  years,  the  Council  has 
decided  that  scholars/institutions  responsible  for  the  creation 
of  data  sets  may  retain  the  data  provided  they  have  adequate 
facilities  for  storage  and  preservation.  The  Data  Archives, 
therefore,  acquires  data  sets  from  only  those  scholars/institu¬ 
tions  which  do  not  have  adequate  facilities  of  data  preserva¬ 
tion  and/or  dissemination.  During  the  year  under  review  79 
project  directors,  who  had  completed  projects,,  were  contacted 
for  the  supply  of  information  about  the  nature  of  data 
generated  under  their  projects,  The  following  data  sets  have 
been  acquired  :

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Financial  Assistance  for  Organizing  Data  Sets  in  Machine- 
readable  Form 

5.02  Financial  assistance  under  this  scheme  is  provided  for 
the  organization  of  already  collected  research  data.  It  covers 
expenses  on  items  like  coding,  punching,  computer  taping  of 
data,  etc,,  provided  the  data  have  a  significant  re-use  poten¬ 
tial  and  provided  that  the  data  will  be  made  accessible  to 
other  interested  scholars.  Individual  requests  under  this  pro¬ 
gramme  are  considered  on  merit. 

5.03  During  the  period  under  review,  the  Council  has 
sanctioned  a  sum  of  Rs.  9,995  to  the  B.M.  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  Ahmedabad,  for  the  organization  of  data  on  u20  per 
cent  Sample  of  the  Cases  Who  Visited  the  Institute  for  Help 
and  Treatment”, 

National  Register  of  Social  Scientists  in  India 

5.04  The  manuscript  of  the  National  Register  of  Social 
Scientists  in  India  has  been  sent  to  the  press  for  publication. 
The  Register  contains  information  about  the  academic  back¬ 
ground,  present  position,  research  interests  and  important 
publications  of  nearly  7,500  Indian  social  scientists. 

Guidance  and  Consultancy  Services  in  Data  Processing 

5.05  This  programme  continues  to  provide  assistance  to 
interested  scholars  to  tackle  their  data  processing  problems  in 
connection  with  their  research.  This  involves  guidance  on 
preparation  of  code  books/card  designs;  selection  of  appro¬ 
priate  research  techniques  for  analysis  of  the  collected  data 
and  programming  assistance/machine  processing  of  data. 
During  the  year  under  review  53  scholars  utilized  these  faci¬ 
lities  at  the  following  ten  centres  :

Computer  Facilities 

5.06  An  LSI-4/90  computer  has  been  installed  by  the 
National  Informatics  Centre,  New  Delhi,  at  the  premises  of 
the  Data  Archives,  35  Ferozshah  Road,  New  Delhi.  The 
system  has  32  K-words  (64  K-bytes)  memory  size.  The  peri¬ 
pherals  include  two  floppy  disk  drives  (243  KB  capacity  each), 
two  magnetic  tape  drives  (9  Track  800  b.p.i.),  One  Card 
Reader  and  a  Line  Printer  with  a  speed  of  285  cards  and  300 
lines/minutes  respectively.  In  terms  of  software,  the  system  is 
supported  by  ASSEMBLER  and  FORTRAN-IV  (Operating 
System-054).  Efforts  are  being  made  to  develop  general  pur¬ 
pose  application  programmes  for  survey  and  statistical  data 
analysis  techniques. 

5.07  In  addition,  two  Key-to-Tape  direct  data  entry  units 
have  been  added  to  the  existing  IBM  Unit  Record  Machines 
to  facilitate  data  preparation  for  computerization. 

5.08  During  the  period  under  review  more  than  one  lakh 
records  were  transcribed/punched  and  verified.  A  part  of  this 
data  preparation  work  was  done  at  the  National  Informatics 
Centre,  New  Delhi.

International  Collaboration 

6.01  The  Advisory  Committee  on  International  Collabo¬ 
ration  advises  the  Council  on  this  programme. 

Collaboration  with  Academic  Institutions  Abroad/Internafional 
Bodies  and  Cultural  Exchange  Programme  with  Other  Countries 

6.02  This  programme  was  continued  during  the  year. 
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Association  of  Asian  Social  Science  Research  Councils 
(AASSREC) 


6.03  The  ICSSR  is  one  of  the  founding  members  of  the 
Association  of  Asian  Social  Science  Research  Councils 
(AASSREC).  During  1978-79.  the  AASSREC  financed  a 
project  on  “Bureaucracy  and  National  Development”  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  ICSSR.  The  project  has  been  completed  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Kuldeep  Mathur,  Indian  Institute  of  Public  Adminis¬ 
tration,  New  Delhi,  and  the  report  has  been  submitted  to  the 
AASSREC. 

International  Federation  of  Social  Science  Organizations 
(IFSSO) 

6.04  The  ICSSR  is  a  member  of  the  International  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Social  Science  Organizations.  As  a  Vice-President  of 
IFSSO,  Professor  T.N.  Madan,  ICSSR,  attended  a  Round 
Table  on  Social  Sciences  in  the  1980s  and  the  Executive  Board 
meeting  in  March  1981  in  Paris.  The  ICSSR  also  participated 
in  the  Administrative  Visitors’  Fellowship  Programme  of  the 
IFSSO.  This  will  be  used  for  sponsoring  visits  of  officers  of 
the  members  of  IFSSO  to  other  Councils  to  acquire  first  hand 
experience  of  their  working. 

Social  Science  Research  Council  (SSRC),  Nov  York 

6.05  The  ICSSR  hosted  a  joint  meeting  of  the  working 
groups  on  :  (i)  Agricultural  Productivity  and  (ii)  Nutrition 
and  Health  which  was  organized  by  the  SSRC  (New  York) 
under  their  project  on  South  Asian  Political  Economy  (SAPE). 
This  was  held  in  New  Delhi  from  14  to  20  December  1980. 
Scholars  from  India,  the  UK  and  the  USA  participated  in  the 
meeting.  The  SSRC  has  now  decided  to  publish  two  volumes 
of  papers  arising  out  of  the  deliberations  at  the  meetings  of 
SAPE  working  groups.  The  ICSSR  has  agreed  in  principle  to 
the  publication  of  these  volumes  under  the  joint  auspices  of 
the  two  Councils. 
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Indor Japan  Programme  in  Social  Sciences 

6,06  As  reported  earlier  efforts  were  under  way  to  initiate 
collaboration  in  the  field  of  social  sciences  between  scholars 
from  India  and  Japan  by  the  ICSSR  and  the  Japan  Society  for 
Promotion  of  Science  (JSPS),  Tokyo,  Resulting  from  these 
efforts  an  aide-memoire  was  signed  between  the  two  sides 
agreeing  to  exchange  three  scholars  during  1980-81. 

Indo-Dutch  Collaboration  in  Social  Sciences 

6,07  The  Research  proposals  in  the  areas  of  Industriali¬ 
zation  and  Women’s  Studies,  formulated  within  the  broad 
framework  of  Alternatives  in  Development  under  the  Indo- 
Dutch  Programme,  were  approved  by  the  Government  of 
India.  Following  this  a  meeting  of  the  joint  Committee,  set  up 
under  the  programme,  was  held  in  Holland  on  12  and  13 
December  1980  to  revise  the  budgetary  provisions  of  the  pro¬ 
jects  and  to  finalize  the  operational  aspects  of  the  programme. 
A ‘‘Memorandum  of  Understanding”  explaining  the  aims  and 
objects  of  the  collaborative  programme  was  also  finalized*  In 
addition  to  the  areas  already  identified  for  research  collabo¬ 
ration  it  was  agreed  that  joint  studies  should  be  undertaken  in 
respect  of  the  strivings  of  the  world  community  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  new  international  economic  order. 

6.08  The  approved  projects  (twelve  Indian  and  four  Dutch) 
will  be  of  a  duration  of  18  months.  About  90  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  the  programme  will  be  funded  by  the  Dutch  government 
and  the  rest  by  the  ICSSR. 

Indo-French  Programme  in  Social  Sciences 
(a)  Short-term  visits 

6.09  Under  the  scheme  of  exchange  of  scholars  on  short¬ 
term  visits  Dr.  S.  Anandalakshmy,  Head,  Post-graduate  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Child  Development,  Lady  Irwin  College,  New  Delhi, 
visited  France  for  three  months.  Dr.  M.L.K.  Murthy,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Archaeology,  University  of  Poona,  also  visited  France 
for  one  month.  Professor  Y.  B.  Damle,  Department  of  Socio- 
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logy.  University  of  Poona,  who  was  nominated  to  visit  France 
in  1980  will  undertake  the  visit  in  June  1981  for  three  months. 

6.10  Under  this  scheme  Professor  Charles  Malamoud 
from  France  visited  India  in  September  1980  for  three 
months. 

(b)  Translation! publication 

6.11  Under  this  scheme  the  ICSSR  is  publishing  Professor 
Louis  Dumont's  book  on  “Piramalai  Kallar  of  Tamil  Nadun, 
and  the  French  Embassy  in  India  has  offered  12,900  French 
Francs  towards  the  cost  of  this  publication. 

6.12  The  ICSSR  and  Maison  des  Sciences  de  L*  Homme 
(MSH),  Paris,  have  worked  out  a  scheme  under  which  articles 
on  South  Asia,  published  mainly  in  the  French  periodical 
Purushartha  and  in  other  works  will  be  translated  by  the 
MSH  at  its  cost.  The  ICSSR  would  publish  the  resultant 
volumes.  The  first  set  of  translated  essays  from  Vol.  IV  of 
Purushartha  on  the  theme  ‘Debt  and  Debtors’  has  been 
received  and  is  under  publication. 

6.13  It  has  been  decided  that  the  scope  of  translation 
scheme  would  be  widened  in  due  course  and  articles  from  other 
sources  dealing  inter  alia  with  problems  of  development 
(political  economy)  and  the  on-going  debate  on  the  translation 
from  feudalism  to  capitalism  would  also  be  taken  up  for  transla¬ 
tion  and  publication.  There  will  be  a  Joint  Editorial  Committee 
consisting  of  the  ICSSR  and  MSH  nominees  which  will  be 
responsible  for  choosing  the  themes  and  editors  for  particular 
volumes  to  be  published  under  the  programme.  The  ICSSR  has 
nominated  Professor  Romila  Thapar,  Professor  Sukhomoy 
Chakravarti,  and  Professor  T.N.  Madan  as  members  of  the 
joint  editorial  committee. 

Indo-Soviet  Commission  for  Cooperation  in  Social  Sciences 

6.14  Professor  G.R.  Sharma,  a  member  of  the  Commission* 
visited  the  Soviet  Union  in  June  1980  to  hold  preliminary 
discussions  with  the  Soviet  scholars  regarding  collaborative  pro¬ 
gramme  in  the  field  of  Comparative  Archaeology  and  Ethno- 
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Linguistics*.  Following  the  discussions,  a  large  programme  in 
this  field  comprising  research  projects,  symposia,  excavations 
and  other  activities  to  be  undertaken  within  a  span  of  20  years 
was  agreed  between  the  two  sides.  The  implementing  agencies 
will  be  the  UGC  on  the  Indian  side,  and  the  Institute  of 
Archaeology  under  the  USSR  Academy  of  Sciences  on  the 
Soviet  side. 

6.15  A  meeting  off  the  Indian  members  of  the  Indo-Soviet 
Joint  Commission  was  held  on  4  December  1980  in  New 
Delhi  to  discuss  the  implementation  of  some  new  activities 
which  were  initiated  in  the  preceding  months.  This  was  follow- 
ed  by  a  meeting  between  the  Co-Chairman  and  Co-Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  to  finalize  the  programmes  for 
implementing  those  activities.  The  following  programmes  were 
included  for  1981. 

(1)  A  seminar  on  international  affairs  to  be  organized  in 
New  Delhi  around  December  1981. 

(2)  A  volume  on  Soviet  studies  in  social  sciences  to  be 
published. 

(3)  Publication  of  proceedings  of  three  symposia  held 
earlier. 

(4)  Meeting  of  the  Joint  Commission  to  be  organized  in 
New  Delhi  around  December  1981. 

6.16  Under  this  programme,  Professor  Yu.  A.  Yudin  of  the 
USSR  Academy  of  Sciences  visited  India  in  December  1980. 
He  held  preliminary  discussions  with  Professor  C.T.  Kurien  at 
the  Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Madras,  regar¬ 
ding  the  joint  symposium  on  “Marxist  Perspective  on  the 
Nature  of  the  State  with  Special  Reference  to  the  Third  World 
Countries'’  to  be  held  in  January  1982. 

6.17  Professor  G.M.  Bongard  Levin  of  the  Institute  of 
Oriental  Studies,  Moscow,  and  Professor  M.  Masson  of  the 
Institute  of  Archaeology,  Leningrad,  were  invited  by  the 
University  of  Allahabad  to  participate  in  the  Silver  Jubilee 
celebrations  of  the  Department  of  Ancient  History,  Culture 
and  Archaeology.  They  held  discussions  with  Professor  G.R. 
Skarma  regarding  organization  of  the  Joint  Symposium  on 
“Bronze  Age  Culture  in  Asia  and  India”  which  forms  apart  of 
the  joint  project  in  the  field  of  Comparative  Archaeology  and 
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Etimo-Linguistic  Studies.  The  ICSSR  met  the  cost  of  their 
stay  in  India. 

6.18  Besides,  the  ICSSR  also  extended  support  to  two 
Soviet  scholars,  Dr.  Leonid  B.  Alaeu  and  Dr.  (Mrs.)  Lyubor 
V.  Bychinina  for  their  stay  in  Delhi.  They  visited  India  as 
delegates  to  the  Tamil  Conference  held  in  Madurai  in  January 
1981. 

6.19  Under  the  scheme  of  exchange  of  research  scholars, 
Dr.  Vinod  K.  Mehta,  Senior  Fellow  of  the  ICSSR,  has  been 
given  air  fare  by  the  ICSSR  to  visit  USSR  for  collection  of 
research  materials  for  his  study  on  Soviet  and  Chinese  Econo¬ 
mic  Systems,  The  Soviet  side  will  meet  the  cost  of  his  three 
months’  stay  in  that  country. 

Indo- Syrian  Cultural  Exchange  Programme 

6.20  Professor  A.R.  Saiyed,  Department  of  Social  Work, 
Jamia  Millia  Islamia,  New  Delhi,  was  nominated  by  the 
ICSSR  to  visit  Damascus  under  this  programme.  Professor 
Saiyed  spent  fifteen  days  in  the  University  of  Damascus  as  a 
Visiting  Professor  to  teach  Indian  Sociology  during  June  1981, 

Indo-Tliai  Contacts 

6.21  At  the  request  of  the  Social  Science  Association  of 
Thailand  (SSAT),  two  Thai  participants  in  the  International 
Conference  on  Thai  Studies  held  in  New  Delhi  were  provided 
support  for  their  extended  stay  in  India  to  meet  Indian  scho¬ 
lars  in  their  fields  of  interest.  The  scholars  were  Professor 
Chatthip  Nartsnpha,  Dean,  Faculty  of  Economics,  Chulalong- 
korn  University,  Bangkok,  and  Miss  Jitlada  Sirirat,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  General  Education,  Bangkok. 

International  Conferences 

6.22  An  International  Conference  on  Thai  Studies  was 
organized  in  New  Delhi  from  25  to  27  February  1981  jointly 
by  the  Magadh  University,  Bodh  Gaya,  the  Chulalongkorn 
University,  Bangkok,  and  the  Social  Science  Association  of 
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Thailand.  About  100  participants  from  various  countries, 
namely,  Australia,  Bangladesh,  Canada,  Denmark,  England, 
France,  Holland,  India,  Malaysia,  Singapore,  Thailand  and 
Vietnam  discussed  socio-economic,  cultural  and  political 
problems  of  Thailand  in  the  national  and  regional  contexts. 
The  ICSSR  contributed  Rs.  10,000  towards  the  organizational 
cost  of  the  Conference. 

Visits  of  Foreign  Social  Scientists  to  India 

6.23  Professor  S.J.  Tambiah,  a  Sri  Lankan  Anthropolo¬ 
gist  of  international  repute,  who  is  currently  on  the  faculty  of 
Harvard  University,  was  invited  to  visit  India  as  a  guest  of  the 
Council.  He  is  a  specialist  on  South  and  South-East  Asia. 
During  his  stay  in  India  for  3  months  he  delivered  lectures 
and  participated  in  seminars  in  Delhi,  Varanasi,  Calcutta, 
Bhubaneswar,  Srinagar,  Ahmedabad,  Bombay,  Pune,  and 
Madras. 

Visits  to  Foreign  Countries  by  Indian  Social  Scientists 

6.24  During  the  year  financial  assistance  was  given  to  nine 
scholars  to  visit  abroad  for  collection  of  research  materials  for 
their  research/study.  Details  are  furnished  in  Appendix  7. 


VII 

Research  Institutes 

7.01  The  Government  of  India  transferred  the  scheme  of 
grant-in-aid  to  the  research  institutes  in  the  field  of  social 
sciences,  initiated  in  the  Fourth  Plan,  to  the  Indian  Council  of 
Social  Science  Research  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fifth  Five  Year 
Plan,  i.e.,  from  1  April  1974.  The  Council  has  set  up  a 
Research  Institutes  Committee  to  advise  on  this  programme. 

7.02  At  the  end  of  1980-81  the  number  of  Research  Insti¬ 
tutes  covered  by  the  scheme  was  18. 

7.03  During  the  year  under  review  financial  assistance 
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totalling  Rs.  63.36  lakhs  was  disbursed  to  17  research  institutes. 
The  Social  Science  Research  Centre,  Bhubaneswar,  did  not 
receive  any  grant  as  the  process  of  appointing  the  Director  and 
drafting  a  Memorandum  of  Association  and  Rules  for  the 
Institute  could  not  be  completed.  The  Institute  of  Develop¬ 
ment  Studies,  Jaipur,  was  taken  on  the  list  of  the  ICSSR 
supported  institutions  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  an  ad  hoc 
grant  of  Rs.  50,000  was  sanctioned  to  it  with  a  matching  grant 
from  the  Government  of  Rajasthan. 

7.04  In  pursuance  of  the  Councirs  decision  to  establish,  in 
collaboration  with  the  state  governments,  and/or  other  agencies, 
new  research  institutes  in  Madhya  Pradesh  and  North-Eastern 
Region,  discussions  were  held  with  the  Government  of  Assam. 
Correspondence  has  also  taken  place  with  the  Government  of 
Madhya  Pradesh  in  this  connection. 

7.05  The  Sixth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Research  Institutes  was  held  at  the  end  of  June  1980.  Measures 
regarding  broad-basing  and  deepening  social  science  research 
and  reaching  college  teachers  with  the  help  of  the  research  insti¬ 
tutes  were  decided. 

7.06  A  note  on  the  activities  of  these  Research  Institutes  is 
furnished  in  Appendix  8. 


VIII 

ICSSR  Regional  Centres 

8.01  The  Regional  Centres  were  established  as  part  of  the 
Council’s  programme  of  decentralizing  administration  and 
broad-basing  social  science  research.  Their  main  roles  were 
defined  as  follows  : 

(1)  to  act  as  the  agent  of  the  ICSSR  within  the  region 
and  to  strive  to  spread  the  message  and  the  programme 
of  the  ICSSR  to  the  social  scientists  in  the  region; 

(2)  to  act  as  the  representative  of  the  social  scientists  within 
the  region  and  to  bring  their  ideas  and  problems  to 
the  ICSSR  for  possible  action; 

(3)  to  provide  a  platform  for  the  social  scientists  of  the 
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region  to  come  together  for  promotion  of  social  science 
research  within  the  region;  and, 

(4)  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the  social  scientists  of  the 
region  and  the  national  and  international  community 
of  social  scientists. 

8.02  There  are  at  present  six  Regional  Centres  of  the 
ICSSR.  Their  locations  and  physical  area  coverage  are  as 
follows: 

(1)  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta:  covering  the  states 
of  Bihar,  Orissa,  Sikkim,  Tripura,  and  West  Bengal  and 
the  union  territory  of  Andaman  and  Nicobar  Islands. 

(2)  North  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shillong:  covering  the 
states  of  Arunachal  Pradesh,  Assam,  Manipur, 
Meghalaya,  Mizoram,  and  Nagaland. 

(3)  Nothern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi:  covering  the 
states  of  Madhya  Pradesh,  Rajasthan,  Uttar  Pradesh 
and  the  union  territory  of  Delhi; 

(4)  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh:  covering 
the  states  of  Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh,  Jammu  and 
Kashmir,  and  Punjab  and  the  union  territory  of 
Chandigarh. 

(5)  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad:  covering  the 
states  of  Andhra  Pradesh,  Karnataka,  Kerala,  and 
Tamil  Nadu  and  the  union  territories  of  Lakshadweep 
and  Pondicherry. 

(6)  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay:  covering  the  states 
of  Gujarat  and  Maharashtra  and  the  union  territories 
of  (i)  Goa,  Daman  and  Diu  and  (ii)  Dadra  and  Nagar 
Haweli. 

8.03  Following  are  the  activities  of  these  Centres: 

(1)  Promoting  and/or  sponsoring  documentation  and  biblio¬ 
graphical  work  in  the  regional  languages; 

(2)  promotingjundertaking  special  documentation  work; 

(3)  supplementing  the  social  science  journals/periodicals  at 
the  libraries  of  the  institution; 

(4)  organizing  in  collaboration  with  or  assisting  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  seminars/ workshops/conferences; 

(5)  organizing  lectures  by  distinguished  scholars; 
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(6)  assisting  regional  professional  associations  of  social 
scientists; 

(7)  providing  low  cost  accommodation  (wherever  possible) 
to  scholars/students  visiting  the  place  for  library  or  field 
work; 

(8)  awarding  study  grants  for  scholars  for  visiting 
libraries/institutions  for  research  work;  and, 

(9)  any  other  activity  which  may  promote  social  science 
research  in  the  region  and/or  which  may  be  delegated 
by  the  ICSSR. 

8.04  The  ICSSR  convened  the  sixth  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Directors  of  the  ICSSR  Regional  Centres  on  7  January 
1981  at  the  ICSSR  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay.  The 
Conference  reviewed  the  activities  of  the  Regional  Centres  and 
recommended  delegation  of  more  functions  such  as  sanctioning 
contingency  grants,  research  projects  costing  up  to  Rs.  10,000, 
small  number  of  fellowships  for  research  on  problems  related 
to  the  region  concerned,  and  training  programme  in  research 
methodology  within  certain  monetary  limits. 

8.05  A  report  on  the  activities  of  these  Regional  Centres 
during  the  year  is  presented  below. 


Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta 

8.06  The  Eastern  Regional  Centre  continued  its  activities  of 
sanctioning  study  grants,  organizing  seminars,  lectures  and 
other  programmes  of  foreign  visitors  sponsored  by  the  Indian 
Council  of  Social  Science  Research. 

Research  Promotion 

8.07  During  the  year  under  report  17  scholars  were 
sanctioned  study  grants.  The  guest  house  of  the  Eastern 
Regional  Centre  continued  to  be  well  occupied  by  scholars 
coming  to  Calcutta  from  various  parts  of  India. 

Lectures  by  Visiting  Scholars 

8.08  Lectures  and  programmes  arranged  during  the  visit  of 
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foreign  social  scientists  sponsored  by  the  ICSSR  included  the 
following  : 

(1)  Professor  SJ.  Tambiah  of  Harvard  University  visited 
the  Eastern  Regional  Centre  as  a  guest  of  the  ICSSR  in 
October  1980  and  delivered  a  talk  to  the  invited  scho¬ 
lars  from  various  institutions  of  Calcutta  on  the  subject 
“Sociology  of  Buddhism  in  Thailand  and  Sri  Lanka” . 
The  Eastern  Regional  Centre  also  arranged  other 
academic  programmes  for  Professor  Tambiah  which 
included  a  talk  delivered  at  the  Anthropological  Survey 
of  India. 

(2)  Professor  Dietmar  Rotliermund  of  the  South  Asia 
Institute,  University  of  Heidelberg,  was  invited  to 
deliver  a  lecture  on  “The  Periphery  in  the  Great  Dep¬ 
ression:  Africa,  Asia,  Latin  America,  1929- 1939”  in 
December  1980.  Other  academic  programmes  of 
Professor  Rotliermund  included  a  talk  to  the  scholars 
at  the  University  of  Calcutta. 

Seminars 

8.09  The  Centre  organized  a  two-day  seminar  at  the  first 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Bangiya  Arthaniti  Parishad  on  25-26 
January  1981. 

Documentation  and  Bibliographical  Work 

8.10  During  the  year,  the  Centre  acquired  54  volumes  of 
books  and  subscribed  to  10  journals  and  eight  Indian  dailies. 
The  services  of  reprographic  unit  and  the  library  continued  to 
be  of  considerable  help  to  both  local  and  visiting  scholars. 

North-Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shillong 
Research  Promotion 

8.11  A  Research  Methodology  Course  was  organized  in 
February-March  1981  at  the  University  of  Dibrugarh.  A 
number  of  Research  scholars/lecturers  from  Assam,  Meghalaya, 
Mizoram,  Nagaland  and  other  places  participated  in  the  course. 

8.12  The  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Centre 
was  held  on  29  August  1980. 
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Seminars 

8.13  The  Centre  organized  the  following  seminars  :

8.14  The  Centre  brought  out  a  bibliography  on  Mizoram, 
Nagaland,  and  Arunachal  Pradesh. 

8.15  The  first  issue  of  the  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre 
Social  Science  Journal  was  brought  out. 

Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi 

8.16  The  Northern  Regional  Centre  continued  its  activities 
which  included  provision  of  reprographic  services  for  research 
scholars,  maintenance  of  a  periodicals  library,  preparation  of 
a  retrospective  index  of  social  science  periodicals,  and  organi¬ 
zation  of  conferences,  seminars,  and  workshops. 

Documentation  Work 

8.17  Reprographic  assistance  to  social  scientists  from  all 
over  India  was  provided  with  the  help  of  the  Jawaharlal 
Nehru  University  Library.  The  total  number  of  exposures  of 
articles  required  by  scholars  of  various  regions  was  about 
7,500. 

8.18  The  Centre  subscribed  to  a  large  number  of  social 
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science  journals.  The  total  collection  up  to  TS/Far dbMSSQ^jvas 
2,50,867  which  included  books,  publications  in  foreign  langua¬ 
ges,  back  volumes  of  periodicals,  micro-films,  theses  and  other 
research  materials*  The  Centre  subscribed  to  about  1,785 
journals  and  periodicals. 

8.19  Bibliographies  concerning  social  medicine  and  public 
health,  Indian  elections,  India  and  world  affairs  (annual)  and 
periodical  literature  on  social  sciences  and  area  studies  were 
published. 

8.20  The  Centre  brought  out  its  newsletter  entitled  Suchika 
in  collaboration  with  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  New 
Delhi. 

Round  Table  Workshops 

8.21  The  Centre  organized  the  following  monthly  Round 
Tables  :

8.22  The  Centre  in  collaboration  with  the  Delhi  Sociological 
Association  organized  a  panel  discussion  on  “Challenges  to 
Sociology  in  the  ’SOs"  on  26  April  1981,  at  the  School  of  Social 
Sciences,  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University. 

8.23  The  Centre  has  undertaken  the  preparation  of  a 
Directory  of  Social  Science  Institutions  and  the  establishment 
of  a  district  level  Data  Bank.  In  this  connection  two  meetings 
were  convened  on  21  and  26  December  1980  respectively. 

North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh 

8.24  During  the  year  1980-81,  the  North-Western  Regional 
Centre  concentrated  its  efforts  on  the  following  major  areas: 
(i)  development  of  library  resources  for  social  scientists;  (ii) 
reprographic  unit  ;  (iii)  lectures  and  seminars  ;  and  (iv)  Study 
Grants  to  doctoral  students. 
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8.25  The  Centre  received  grants  from  the  governments  of 
Punjab  and  Haryana* 

8.26  The  Centre  was  sanctioned  capital  funds  for  construe** 
tion  of  a  building  for  providing  office  accommodation,  seminar 
and  conference  room  and  hostel.

8.28  The  Centre  is  subscribing  to  110  social  science  jour¬ 
nals  not  procured  by  the  Panjab  University  Library. 

8.29  The  work  of  preparing  a  cumulative  index  of  social 
science  materials  in  Punjabi  periodicals  has  been  started.  To 
begin  with,  Punjabi  periodicals  received  in  the  Panjab  Univer¬ 
sity  Library  have  been  indexed.  Eventually,  it  is  proposed  to 
include  all  the  periodicals  received  in  other  important  libraries 
in  the  region. 

8.30  The  Centre  has  started  compiling  a  bibliography  of 
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books  on  social  sciences  in  Punjabi.  Index  cards  have  been 
prepared  of  books  available  in  the  Punjab,  and  Haryana  Civil 
Secretariat  Libraries  and  Tarlok  Singh  Central  State  Library, 
Chandigarh. 

8.31  The  Centre  continued  to  provide  reprographic  service 
to  the  social  science  students,  teachers,  and  researchers.

8.34  Under  its  scheme  of  publication  grants  to  social 
science  journals  in  regional  languages,  financial  assistance  was 
continued  for  the  publication  of  the  Telugu  quarterly 
Prasarita. 

8.35  The  Centre  continued  to  provide  services  to  the  social 
scientists  through  consultancy,  conference  hall,  guest  house 
and  reprographic  equipment. 
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Seminars /  Workshops\Conferences 

8.36  During  the  year  the  Centre  organized  or  assisted 
organization  of  several  seminars/conferences/workshops,  etc. 

(1)  The  Centre  organized  a  short-term  foundation  course 
on  Research  Methodology  in  Social  Sciences  at  Kham- 
mam,  Kakinada,  Raichur  and  Gulbarga.  SR  and 
BGNR  Government  College  at  Khammam,  Andhra 
University  Post-Graduate  Centre  at  Kakinada,  Laxmi 
Venkatesh  Desai  College  at  Raichur  and  Gulbarga 
University,  Gulbarga  collaborated  with  the  Centre  in 
organizing  these  courses  at  their  places, 

(2)  The  Centre  in  collaboration  with  the  Madras  Institute 
of  Development  Studies  organized  the  Tenth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Heads  of  the  Social  Science  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  southern  universities  on  29  and  30 
November  1980-  The  main  theme  of  discussion  was 
teaching  and  research  in  education  in  the  south  Indian 
universities  on  the  basis  of  a  review  paper  prepared  by 
Professor  J.K.  Pillai,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  Madurai  Kamaraj  University, 

(3)  On  the  occasion  of  the  inauguration  of  the  Depart¬

(5)  The  Centre  organized  a  seminar  on  “Politeness  Hierar¬ 
chy  in  Indian  Languages”,  in  March  1981,  in  colla¬ 
boration  with  the  Department  of  Linguistics,  Gsmania 
University.  The  goals  of  the  seminar  were  :  (i)  to 
identify  the  strategies  available  in  various  Indian 
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languages,  (ii)  to  correlate  them  with  socio-cultural 
and  psychological  variables  and  to  put  those  variables 
in  some  sort  of  hierarchy,  and  (ill)  to  find  out  the 
similarity  of  politeness  strategies  assumed  by  various 
Indian  languages. 

(6)  On  the  occasion  of  the  XXVII  All  India  Library 
Conference  at  Hyderabad,  the  Centre  organized  in 
January  1981  a  seminar  on  “Library  Legislation  in 
India  with  special  reference  to  Andhra  Pradesh’’. 
The  seminar  suggested  several  changes  in  the  library 
legislation  in  Andhra  Pradesh  for  effective  development 
of  library  movement  in  the  state. 

(7)  The  Centre,  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of 
Telugu,  Osmania  University,  organized  a  three-day 
seminar  on  “Folklore  Studies”.

8.37  Under  its  social  science  lecture  programme,  the 
Centre  organized  a  number  of  lectures.  Among  the  pro¬ 
minent  social  scientists  who  delivered  the  lecture  were  :  (1)  Mr.

Documentation  and  Bibliographical  Work 

8.38  The  Centre  continued  the  mimeographed  publication 
of  the  following  :  (i)  Documentation  in  Social  Science  (English 
monthly),  (ii)  List  of  Select  Articles  from  Telugu  Newspapers 
and  Journals  (Telugu  half-yearly)  (iii)  List  of  Select  Articles 
from  Urdu  newspapers  and  journals  (Urdu  half-yearly).  The 
work  of  indexing  articles  from  old  and  current  social  science 
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periodicals  in  Telugu  and  Urdu  language  was  continued.  The 
Centre  published  an  index  of  select  articles  in  Gokonda  Patrika , 
a  Telugu  daily  and  a  list  of  Telugu  works  on  Andhra  Pradesh 
available  in  the  libraries  in  Andhra  Pradesh. 

8.39  Compilation  of  two  bibliographical  works:  (1)  Select 
Bibliography  on  Indian  Muslims  and  (2)  Select  Bibliography 
on  Indian  Government,  Politics  and  Administration  was  con¬ 
tinued.  In  addition,  the  Centre  initiated  the  work  of  compila¬ 
tion  of  bibliography  on  the  problems  of  Indian  women. 

8.40  The  Centre  established  the  Government  Documenta¬ 
tion  Cell  and  received  documents  such  as  reports  of  the 
legislature,  enquiry  committees,  Pay  Commission,  Administra¬ 
tive  Reforms  Committees,  budget  papers  and  publications  of 
the  Bureau  of  Economics  and  Statistics.  Besides,  work  on  the 
bibliography  of  doctoral  dissertations  in  social  sciences  in 
southern  universities  was  continued. 

8.41  During  the  period  under  report  the  Centre  continued 
to  subscribe  to  200  English  journals,  37  Telugu  journals,  and 
nine  Urdu  journals  and  all  the  newspapers  published  in  Andhra 
Pradesh. 

Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay 

8.42  During  the  year  under  review,  the  I  CSS  R  approved 
the  construction  of  an  administrative  building  which  will  have 
office  of  the  Western  Regional  Centre,  a  Conference  Hall  and 
a  seminar  room.  Besides,  the  building  will  also  provide  accom¬ 
modation  to  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  University  of 
Bombay  as  well  as  the  G.D.  Parikh  Centre  for  Educational 
Studies  of  the  Indian  lnstitute  of  Education,  Pune.  A  sum  of 
Rs.  2  lakhs  was  released  by  the  ICSSR  to  start  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  building.  The  Centre  has  started  messing  facili¬ 
ties  on  a  small-scale  for  the  benefit  of  inmates.  The  Government 
of  Maharashtra  enhanced  its  financial  support  from  Rs.  1 
lakh  to  Rs.  2  lakhs  for  expansion  of  the  activities  of  the 
Centre. 

Research  Promotion 

8.43  The  Centre  sanctioned  four  research  projects  ; 
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(1)  A.B.  Shah,  Indian  Institute  of  Education,  Pune,  The  Educa¬ 
tional  Needs  of  the  Children  of  Prostitutes  in  Pune,  (Rs,  5,000).

Study  of  the  Drop-outs  at  the  +2  stage  in  Kolaba  ( Raigad ) 
District  (Rs.  5,000).  (3)  Rohit  Dave,  Khoj  Parishad,  Awards 
in  Terms  of  Settlements  and  Their  Impact  of  Collective  Bar¬ 
gaining  and  Industrial  Peace,  (Rs,  1,000).  (4)  S.P.  Sathe,  Indian 
Law  Society’s  Law  College,  Pune,  Working  of  the  University 
Tribunals  in  Poona  and  Bombay ,  (Rs.  4,000). 

8.44  Three  doctoral  and  research  fellows  have  been  atta¬ 
ched  to  the  Centre.  A.W.  Bhuiyan  from  the  University  of 
Dacca  completed  his  thesis  and  was  awarded  the  doctorate 
degree  in  Political  Science  by  the  University  of  Bombay. 

8.45  During  the  period  under  report  the  Documentation- 
cum-clearing  House  Unit  on  “Poverty  and  Unemployment” 
prepared  an  annotated  bibliography.  One  hundered  and 
fifty  titles  were  abstracted  and  reprints  of  articles  were 
obtained  from  the  Institute  for  Research  on  Poverty,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Wisconsin,  Madison  and  the  United  Nations  University.

8.46  The  Centre  organized  and  supported  a  number  of 
seminars,  lectures,  workshops  and  conferences.  Among  them 
the  following  may  be  mentioned  :

8.47  Taking  advantage  of  the  visits  of  the  overseas  social 
scientists,  the  Centre  arranged  meetings  of  these  scholars  with 
the  specialists,  research  workers  and  professionals  and  orga¬ 
nized  seminars  and  lectures  in  their  fields  of  specialization.  The 
distinguished  visitors  included:  (i)  Dr.  Stanley  Tambiah, 
Anthropologist  from  the  United  States  ;  (ii)  Professor  Clark 
Kerr,  Educationist  from  the  United  States;  (iii)  Dr.  (Mrs.) 
Tamara  Hareven,  Professor  of  History  at  Clark  University; 
(iv)  Miss  Jitlada  Sirirat,  a  Thai  Scholar  from  Bangkok;  and  (v) 
Professor  Charles  Taylor  a  distinguished  Oxford  Philosopher. 

TheG.S .  Ghurye  Award 

8.48  Under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Centre  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Bombay,  a  function  was  held  on  6  February  1981  to 
honour  the  recipient  of  the  G.S.  Ghurye  Award,  Professor 
M.S.  A.  Rao  of  the  University  of  Delhi. 

Documentation  and  Bibliographical  Work 

8.49  The  Centre  has  collected  as  gift  or  as  deposit  institu¬ 
tional  and  personal  libraries  and  in  addition  acquired  1,135 
titles.  The  total  collection  comes 'to  25,135  titles  which  include 
rare  books  and  source  materials.  During  the  period  under 
review  the  Centre  added  150  books  to  its  collection. 

8.50  The  Centre  subscribed  to  53  foreign  and  14  Indian 
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journals  in  social  sciences.  The  reprographic  facilities  provided 
by  the  Centre  have  been  extensively  used  by  the  scholars  from 
India  and  abroad.  The  Centre  acquired  seven  doctoral  disser¬ 
tations.

Seminars 

9.01  The  Council  gave  financial  assistance  to  the  following 
seminars  /conferences/ workshops  held  during  the  year. 


Workshop  on  Alternative  Approach  to  the  Management  and 
Education  in  Science  and  Technology 

9.02  The  Indian  Institute  of  Management  (IIM),  Bangalore, 
organized  this  workshop,  at  Bangalore,  during  25-27  June  1980. 
The  workshop  provided  a  platform  to  formulate  an  alternative 
approach  to  R  and  D  Management  which  is  a  complex  and 
multidimensional  process. 

9.03  The  Council  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  105000  to  the 
IIM,  Bangalore,  for  the  workshop. 

Seminar  on  Regional  Disparities 

9.04  The  Seminar  on  Regional  Disparities,  organized  by  the 
Society  for  the  Study  of  Regional  Disparities,  was  held  at  New 
Delhi  during  29-30  August  1980.  This  was  an  all-India 
conference  on  centre-state  relations  and  regional  disparities. 
Nearly  25  papers  were  presented  by  scholars  from  all  over 
India, 

9.05  The  Council  sanctioned  a  sum  of  Rs.  5,000  for  the 
seminar. 
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Seminar  on  Non- Conventional  Approach  to  Shelter 
the  Urban  Poor 

9.06  A  Latin  American  organization  SELAVIP  had  decided 
at  its  meeting  in  Mexico  in  1977  to  hold  its  next  meeting  at 
Ahmedabad  in  December  1980  to  discuss  the  settlement  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  poor  and  the  existing  housing  policies  and  pro¬ 
grammes,  to  assess  existing  non-conventional  housing  methods 
already  attempted  in  the  city  to  review  the  appropriateness 
of  adopting  non-conventional  strategies,  and  the  role  of  govern¬ 
mental  agencies. 

9.07  The  Council  sanctioned  Rs.  4,000  for  collection  of 
material  and  for  preparatory  work  for  the  seminar. 

Interaction  between  Demographic  Variables 
and  Income  Distribution 

9.08  Sardar  Patel  Institute  of  Economic  and  Social 
Research,  Ahmedabad,  had  sponsored  an  international  seminar 
on  “Interaction  between  Demographic  Variables  and  Income 
Distribution — Problem  of  Measurement,  Description  and 
Interaction”,  during  5-8  January  1981  in  collaboration  with  the 
International  Union  for  the  Scientific  Study  of  Population. 

9.09  The  foreign  participants  came  from  ten  countries,  i.e,, 
Argentina,  Brazil,  France,  Israel,  Japan,  Nigeria,  Taiwan, 
Thailand,  UK  and  USA. 

9.10  The  discussion  centred  upon  a  critical  assessment 
of  all  aspects  of  the  interrelationship  between  income  distribu¬ 
tion  and  demographic  factors  such  as  fertility,  mortality, 
migration,  the  size  and  composition  of  households  and  spatial 
distribution  of  population.  Four  main  sub-themes  were  sorted 
out  for  discussion  :  (i)  Problems  of  measurement  of  inequality, 
(iij  Size  and  composition  of  households,  (iii)  Life  cycle  aspect 
of  income  distribution,  and  (iv)  Characteristics  of  socio-econo¬ 
mic  groups  and  income  differentials  over  time  within  and 
between  countries. 

9.11  The  ICSSR  provided  an  ad  hoc  grant  to  meet  the 
travel  and  other  costs  for  four  selected  Indian  participants  to 
attend  this  seminar. 
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National  Conference  on  Science,  Technology 
and  Development  in  India 

9.12  The  purpose  of  this  seminar  was  to  bring  many  experts 
in  the  field  of  food,  energy  system,  technologies  and  social 
sciences  within  the  framework  of  a  discussion  where  various 
scientific  and  technological  problems  could  be  examined  with 
social  perspective  in  view. 

9.13  Food,  energy  systems,  and  electronics  including  micro 
processor  and  information  systems  were  chosen  as  the  three 
areas  for  critical  discussion  at  the  Seminar. 

9.14  The  Seminar  was  organized  by  the  Centre  for  Regional, 
Ecological  and  Science  Studies  for  Development  Alternatives  in 
collaboration  with  the  All  India  Peace  and  Solidarity  Organiza¬ 
tion  at  Bangalore  on  6-8  February  1981. 

9.15  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  for 
organizing  the  above  seminar. 

Golden  Jubilee  Celebrations  of  the  Gokhale  Institute  of 
Politics  and  Economics 

9.16  The  Gokhale  Institute  of  Politics  and  Economics 
celebrated  its  Golden  Jubilee  from  26  December  1980  to 
2  January  1981  by  hosting  conferences  of  four  national  profes¬ 
sional  associations,  viz.,  (i)  The  Sixty-third  Annual  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Indian  Economic  Association,  (ii)  Fortieth 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Indian  Society  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  (iii)  The  Nineteenth  Conference  of  the  Econo¬ 
metric  Society,  and  (iv)  the  Biennial  Seminar  of  the  Indian 
Association  for  Research  in  National  Income  and  Wealth. 

9.17  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  to 
the  Institute  for  the  organization  of  these  conferences. 


Development  of  Gujarat  :  Problems  and  Prospects 

9.18  Sardar  Patel  Institute  of  Economic  and  Social  Research 
held  a  three  day  seminar  on  Development  of  Gujarat :  Problems 
and  P|pspects”,  during  5-7  March  1981.  The  objectives 
of  the  Seminar  were  to  analyse  the  structure,  growth  and 
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problems  of  the  economy  of  Gujarat  in  societal  setting  to 
analyse  the  changing  nature  of  political,  economic  and  social 
participation  of  different  social  and  economic  groups,  to 
identify  major  problems  and  suggest  solutions  particularly  in 
the  context  of  the  latest  Development  Plan.  The  Council 
supported  the  travel  cost  of  five  participants. 


Colloquium  on  Religious  Freedom 

9.19  The  Banaras  JiinduHtfjrivcrsity  organized  a  seminar 
oiwcligioilsffTeedoni  during  21-23  November  1980  in  which 
about  200  people  from  different  parts  of  the  country  partici¬ 
pated. 

9.20  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  for 
the  colloquium. 

National  Conference  on  Social  Science  Research 
and  the  Problem  of  Poverty 

9.21  The  Indian  Association  of  Social  Science  Institutions, 
in  collaboration  with  a  number  of  national  professional  asso¬ 
ciations  like  the  UGC,  ICSSR,  etc.,  organized  a  National  Con¬ 
ference  on  Social  Science  Research  and  the  Problem  of  Poverty 
from  12  to  15  January  1981  at  New  Delhi.  An  important 
objective  of  the  Conference  was  to  foster  cooperation  among 
social  sciences  in  the  areas  of  research  and  training.  It  is  also 
an  attempt  to  draw  social  scientists  belonging  to  different 
disciplines  into  an  expanding  programme  for  research  and 
action  on  poverty,  thereby  enabling  them  to  make  an  increa¬ 
singly  significant  collective  contribution  to  the  national  life  of 
India.  The  Conference  focused  on  three  major  themes  :  (i) 
goals  of  social  science  research  (17  papers);  (ii)  survey-con¬ 
cepts  and  analysis  of  poverty  (34  papers)  ;  (Hi)  social  science 
research  issues  and  public  policy  (22  papers). 

9.22  Nearly  150  Indian  participants  from  various  parts  of 
the  country  besides  foreign  delegates  attended  the  Conference. 

9.23  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs,  20,000 
comprising  Rs,  10,000  from  its  own  resources  and  received 
Rs.  10,000  as  special  grant  from  the  Government  of  India. 
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National  Symposium  on  Regional  Planning 
and  Rural  Development 

9.24  Govind  Ballabh  Pant  Social  Science  Institute,  Allaha¬ 
bad,  organized  a  two-day  National  Symposium  on  Regional 
Planning  and  Rural  Development  on  23-24  March  3981  at 
Allahabad. 

9.25  The  objectives  of  the  symposium  were  :  (i)  to  integrate 
conceptually  ana  operationally  regional  planning  with  rural 
development ;  (ii)  to  review  critically‘tfi'e'polieies-aiid  strategies 
for  rural  development ;  (iii)  to  work  out  viable  strategies  for 
micro-level  regional  planning  for  accelerating  integrated  rural 
development ;  and  (iv)  to  tackle  problems  of  backward  regions 
and  socio-economically  deprived  rural  masses  as  well  as 
environmental  degradations. 

9.26  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  to 
organize  the  above  symposium. 

9.27  The  following  seminars  to  be  held  during  the  year 
1981-82  were  approved: 


Rural  Development  in  the  Context  of  North  Western 
Region :  Chandigarh 

9.28  The  ICSSR  North  Western  Regional  Centre  has  been 
sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs,  10,000  for  organizing  a  seminar  on 
“Rural  Development  in  the  Context  of  North-Western  Region 
including  Punjab,  Haryana,  Jammu  and  I<  ashmir,  Himachal 
Pradesh,  and  Chandigarh”  in  April  1981. 


Land  and  Land  Relations  in  the  North-east  India 

9.29  The  North-East  India  Council  for  Social  Science 
Research  is  planning  to  organize  a  three-day  seminar  on  “Land 
and  Land  Relations  in  the  Hill  Regions  of  North-East  India 
with  special  reference  to  Meghalaya”,  at  Shillong,  from  28  to 
30  May  1981.  The  Seminar  will  aim  at  gathering  the  experience, 
scientific  views  and  opinions  based  on  objective  studies  on  all 
the  aspects  of  land  relations  that  existed  earlier  in  tribal  society 
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and  prevail  at  present  under  the  influence  of  external  and 
interna]  forces, 

— 9.30  The  ICSSR  has  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of 
R  s .  1 0 ,000  forth^Sem.inar . 

The  National  Movement  and Premchand 

9.31  The  Premchand  Centenary  Celebration  Committee  had 
organized  a  symposium  on  "The  Legacy  of  Premchand55  on  31 
June  1980.  The  symposium  decided  to  convene  a  high-level 
national  seminar  to  discuss  the  many-faceted  contributions  of 
Premchand  to  the  national  movement  and  analyse  them  in 
depth  from  an  inter-disciplinary  point  of  view. 

9.32  The  ICSSR  has  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs,  5,000 
for  the  above  seminar. 

Workshop  on  Village  Catalogue 

9.33  The  Vikram  Sarabhai  Centre  for  Development  Interac¬ 
tion  is  organizing  a  workshop  on  Village  Catalogue  at  Ahmeda- 
bad  at  the  end  of  October  1980.  The  Workshop  would  discuss 
the  larger  implications  of  the  material  and  the  communication 
needs  of  the  rural  areas.  It  will  focus  on  the  Village  Catalogue 
as  a  means  of  communication  and  its  efficacy  as  a  source  of 
information  in  the  total  communication  set-up  in  the  field  of 
rural  development  in  India.  An  attempt  will  also  be  made  to 
analyse  the  lacunae  in  information  generation  in  different 
development  areas  and  to  explore  the  role,  the  catalogue  can 
play  in  highlighting  the  lopsidedness  of  existing  communication 
efforts. 

9.34  The  Council  has  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000  to 
the  Centre  for  this  workshop. 

Financial  Assistance  to  Journals 

9.35  The  Council  has  recently  reconsidered  the  question  of 
financing  professional  academic  journals  and  has  framed  new 
rules. 

9.36  About  23  applications  for  financial  support  to  journals 
in  different  disciplines  have  been  received.

Advisory  Role 

Evaluation  of  Research  Proposals  of  Foreign  Nationals 

10.01  In  its  advisory  capacity  to  the  Ministry  of  Education, 
the  ICSSR  evaluated  50  research  proposals  of  foreign  nationals 
intending  to  visit  India  in  connection  with  their  research.

Research 

An  important  development  during  1980-81  has  been  the 
interest  indicated  by  the  Agricultural  Refinance  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Corporation  (ARDC)  in  the  Centre  for  undertaking 
studies  relating  to  agricultural  development.  Agrarian  structure 
and  change  is  one  of  the  priority  areas  in  the  Centre's  research 
efforts  and  several  scholars  including  Ph,  D  scholars  are  con¬ 
ducting  studies  on  various  aspects  of  agrarian  structure  and 
change.  Accordingly  a  project  entitled  '‘Studies  on  Regional 
Variations  in  Agrarian  Structure  in  India55  was  formulated. 
Studies  proposed  to  be  undertaken  include ;  (i)  Agrarian 
structure  and  modernization  of  Indian  agriculture  :  a  study  in 
inter-regional  variations ;  (ii)  Inter-regional  differences  in  the 
patterns  and  growth  of  agricultural  labour  force  in  India; 
(iii)  Inter-district  variations  in  tenancy  relations  in  Orissa  and 
their  consequences  for  labour  and  credit  markets  ;  (iv)  Irriga¬ 
tion  and  agrarian  structure  :  a  case-study  of  Nagarjunasagar 
project ;  and  (v)  Cotton  cultivation  and  agricultural  labour  in 
Vidarbha.  The  project  has  been  accepted  by  the  ARDC  and 
expenses  of  Rs.  1.5  lakhs  per  annum  for  a  period  of  three 
years  would  be  met  by  them. 
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Steps  were  initiated  during  the  year  towards  collaborating 
with  the  Research  Policy  Institute,  University  of  Lund,  Sweden, 
in  an  international  research  project  on  'Technology  and 
Culture”.  An  outline  of  a  research  programme  in  the  field  of 
industry  was  also  initiated. 

Work  in  the  area  of  "Financing  of  Economic  Development” 
was  continued  including  studies  on  savings  and  investment  in 
the  public  and  private  corporate  sectors,  size  and  profitability 
of  the  corporate  sector,  inter-sectoral  resource  flows,  the 
relationship  of  developing  countries  to  the  international 
monetary  environment. 

The  Centre  also  carried  out  studies  with  special  reference 
to  Kerala  on  traditional  industries  like  cashew  and  coir, 
change  in  cropping  pattern,  irrigation,  livestock,  fisheries, 
trade  unions,  development  of  public  education  and  fertility 
trends. 

The  Centre  completed  a  study  sponsored  for  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Labour  Organization  on  “Agrarian  Reforms  in  Kerala 
and  its  Impact  on  Rural  Economy”.  The  Centre  received 
S  5,000  towards  the  expenses  of  the  project.

Five 
students  were  admitted  to  the  course  in  1980-81.  The  course 
was  slightly  reorganized  with  a  view  to  enabling  the  students 
to  specialize  in  their  areas  of  interest.  The  Centre's  teaching 
programme  received  considerable  support  from  the  guest 
faculty. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  enrolled  one  full-time  Pli.  D. 
student  from  among  its  1979-80  M.  Phil,  stream.  The  total 
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number  of  full-time  students  at  the  end  of  March  1981  was 
seven.  Two  Ph.  D.  Scholars  submitted  their  Ph.  D,  theses  to  the 
University  of  Kerala.

The  Centre  is  one  of  the  selected  institutes  to  provide 
guidance  and  consultancy  services  in  data  processing  initiated 
by  the  ICSSR.  Professor  Gulati  and  Sri  Kanan  did  work  on 
employment  generation  and  labour  force  mobilization  with 
special  reference  to  Indonesia  and  Bangladesh  on  behalf  of  the 
Asian  Development  Bank.

The  Centre  maintained  close  and  active  relationship 
during  the  year  with  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science 
Research,  Family  Planning  Foundation,  Reserve  Bank  of 
India,  Centre  for  the  Study  of  Developing  Societies,  State 
Bank  of  India,  Institute  [of  Economic  Growth,  and  India 
International  Centre. 

Library 

The  library  acquired  236  books  mostly  on  subjects  like  policy 
sciences,  bureaucracy,  futurology,  social  indicators,  foreign 
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policy  and  other  economic  and  sociological  topics.  The  total 
collection  at  present  is  23&2voIumes  including  bound  periodi¬ 
cals. 

The  library  also  subscribed  to  67  research  journals  and 
received  gratis  of  26  periodicals.  Six  daily  newspapers  are 
received  in  the  library.  With  the  purchase  of  electro-copier  the 
library  also  started  providing  photo-copies  to  researcli  and 
other  staff  members.

Research 

The  Centre's  research  studies  have  centred  around  the  ■ 
disciplines  encompassing  sociology,  anthropology,  political 
science,  economic  history,  socio-linguistics  and  education. 
Its  primary  concern  is  observation  of  dynamics  of  social 
change  in  the  context  of  changing  political  economy.  Broadly, 
its  research  activities  covered  the  following  themes  :  social 
differentiation  and  stratification,  conflict  and  integration  and 
development  and  planning. 

The  Centre  completed  the  following  projects :

and  demand  for  skilled  and  unskilled  labour  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Sardar  Sarovar.  (vii)  Socio-cultural  factors  in  T.B. 
care  in  Valsad  district,  (viii)  Industrial  workers  of  Gujarat  :  a 
profile,  (ix)  Democracy  within  the  Trade  Union  Movement  ; 
an  experience  of  Baroda  factory  workers,  (x)  Personal  names 
and  naming  in  south  Gujarat,  (xi)  A  statistical  profile  of  Surat 
district. 

The  Centre  is  involved  in  a  new  research  programme  called 
“Lokayan”.  Under  this,  a  dialogue  is  being  organized  among 
the  intellectuals,  grass-roots  activists,  voluntary  organizations 
and  opinion  makers  at  various  levels  and  political  and  admi¬ 
nistrative  cadres.  The  results  will  be  disseminated  among  its 
participants  and  others.  Two  seminars  were  organized  under 
this  programme  :  (i)  “Lokayan  :  Dialogue  of  the  People**, 
29-30  November  1980.  (ii)  “Issues  around  Reservations  for 
Deprived  Groups”,  28  March  1981. 

Publications 

The  Centre  brought  out  32  research  papers  in  various 
Indian  and  foreign  journals. 

Ph.  Lh  Guidance 

During  the  year  two  students  of  Sociology  and  one  student 
of  Political  Science  receiving  guidance  from  the  Centre  have 
been  awarded  the  Ph.  D.  degree  by  the  South  Gujarat  Univer- 
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sity,  Surat.  Two  students  are  working  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Centre’s  senior  members. 

Consultancy 

Under  the  ICSSR  Guidance  and  Consultancy  Scheme,  the 
Centre  undertakes  consultancy  services  mainly  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  code-books,  codification  and  tabulation  of  data.  During 
the  year  five  college  teachers  were  provided  with  consultancy. 

Conferences  and  Workshops 

The  Centre  organized  a  series  of  dialogues,  discussions  and 
lectures.  Research  scholars,  university  teachers,  administrators 
and  activists  initiated  these  discussions,  and  also  participated 
in  them.  Some  of  the  distinguished  scholars  who  delivered 
lectures,  talks  and  seminars  included  Professor  Raojibhai  (M.S. 
University,  Baroda),  Shri  Shaveribhai  Patel  (Gujarat  Area 
Planning  Organization,  Ahmedabad),  Mr.  Douglas  Haynes 
(University  of  Pennsylvania),  Shri  Sharad  Patel  (Journalist), 
Professor  B.S.  Barriskar  (University  of  Delhi),  Professor 
H.C.  Chaturvedi  (Additional  Collector,  Baroda)  Nitin  J.  Vyas 
(M.S.  University,  Baroda)  and  Dr.  L.S.  Vishwanath  (Indian 
Institute  of  Management  (Ahmedabad).  Eight  small  group 
discussions  were  organized  in  which  all  the  members  of  the 
Centre  and  some  outside  scholars  participated. 

The  Centre’s  faculty  members  attended  various  confe¬ 
rences  and  seminars  during  the  year.  They  also  contributed 
papers  in  some  of  them. 

Guest  scholars  were  associated  with  the  Centre  during  the 
year,  of  whom  two  were  from  abroad. 

Training  and  Teaching  Programme 

The  Centre  organized  a  training  programme  in  research 
methodology  for  college  teachers.  The  training  programme 
was  conceived  as  an  alternative  to  the  usual  package  training 
programme. 

Kashyap  Mankodi  accepted  teaching  assignment  in  the 
Department  of  Linguistics,  S.G.  University,  Surat  and  S.D, 
Punaleker  accepted  teaching  assignment  in  the  Department  of 
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Social  Sciences  and  Humanities,  SVR  College  of  Engineering 
and  Technology,  Surat. 


Representation  as  Members 

Faculty  members  of  the  Centre  have  been  associated  with 
advisory  councils,  committees,  and  boards  and  with  various 
organizations,  universities,  research  institutions,  planning 
boards  and  other  government  agencies. 


Library 

The  Centre  has  a  specialized  library  in  sociology,  political 
science,  history,  economics  and  philosophy.  During  the  year 
895  new  books  were  added  to  the  library  bringing  the  total  to 
6,638. 

The  Centre  subscribed  to  over  135  journals  including  59 
foreign  journals.  Books  are  provided  to  outside  scholars 
under  its  scheme  of  inter-library  loan  service.  The  library 
also  maintains  documentation  service  for  reprints  of  articles, 
clippings  and  selected  bibliographies.  Personal  documents 
having  historical  value  have  been  collected  from  Bharatbhai 
Vakil,  Girdliarlal  Thakkar  and  Ghampabbhai  Subhadia. 

Other  Important  Activities 


The  faculty  members  of  the  Centre  carried  out  a  few 
studies  in  collaboration  with  the  university  departments  and 
research  institutions  in  India  and  abroad. 

After  shifting  the  office  of  the  Centre  to  the  new  building 
constructed  at  the  South  Gujarat  University,  Surat,  in  1980,  the 
Centre  has  started  the  construction  work  of  a  separate  unit  of 
of  the  library.  Staff  quarters  for  the  various  categories  are 
under  construction. 

The  Centre  is  planning  to  develop  archives  and  documen¬ 
tation  cell  in  the  Library  Unit,  with  a  special  focus  on  Gujarat 
society  and  culture.

Important  Events 

Under  the  B.N.  Ganguli  Memorial  Lectures,  instituted  by 
the  Centre,  Professor  Charles  Taylor,  who  holds  the  Chair  of 
Social  and  Political  Theory  at  Oxford,  delivered  three  lectures 
in  March  1981  on  the  theme  of  Social  Theory  and  Practice.  The 
topics  were  :  (i)  Explanation  in  the  Science  of  Man,  (ii)  The 
Concept  of  Person,  and  (iii)  Social  Theory  and  Practice. 


Changes  in  Staff

The  data  cards  of  the  Pre-election  Survey  of  Voters  for 
the  1980  Elections  sponsored  by  the  ICSSR  and  designed  and 
carried  out  by  the  Centre,  in  collaboration  with  the  Indian  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Public  Opinion,  have  been  handed  over  to  the  ICSSR 
for  use  by  Indian  researchers.  The  operational  phase  of  another 
project,  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  All  India  Handicrafts 
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Board,  was  also  completed  this  year.  Nine  evaluation  studies 
were  commissioned  under  it  and  of  these  five  were  received. 

The  field  work  for  the  project  on  Block  Level  Planning, 
initiated  in  November  1979,  was  completed  in  December 
1980.  The  project  covers  two  blocks,  Mahnar  and  Hariharganj, 
in  Bihar.  A  census  of  10,226  households  in  the  former  and 
7,870  in  the  latter  was  undertaken.  The  data  from  the  long 
schedule  used  for  the  household  census  has  been  coded  and 
in  the  case  of  the  Mahnar  Block,  already  punched.  The  pun¬ 
ching  of  data  from  Hariharganj  was  presently  going  on.  The 
computer  processing  and  analysis  of  the  Mahnar  data  has 
already  commenced.

Data  Unit 

Under  the  Centre’s  Data  Unit,  the  updating  and  analysis 
of  data-sets  continued  during  the  period. 

(1)  Data  for  2,462  towns  listed  in  the  1961  census  and 
2,642  towns  in  1971  Census,  have  been  coded  separa¬ 
tely.  A  third  set  providing  a  range  of  socio-economic 
and  demographic  information  for  all  towns  whose 
boundaries  remained  unchanged  between  the  Censuses 
of  1961  and  1971  was  under  preparation. 

(2)  The  data  on  the  socio-economic  profile  of  the  Lok 
Sabha  members,  have  been  coded.  The  data-files  for 
the  third  to  the  sixth  Lok  Sabha  were  ready.  Work  on 
the  seventh  Lok  Sabha  was  in  progress. 

(3)  A  wide  range  of  information  on  the  economic  and 
demographic  features  of  all  the  states  has  been  put 
together  for  computer  analysis.  These  data  cover  the 
period  1951  to  1972  at  5  year  intervals.

(4)  Voting  data  for  all  the  General  Elections  to  Parlia¬ 
ment,  he.,  from  1951-52  to  1980,  were  coded.  But 
the  data  files  are  not  yet  complete  because  some  addi¬ 
tional  information  on  demographic  variables  at  the 
level  of  the  constituency,  remain  to  be  coded.

Other  Programmes 

A  proposal  was  submitted  by  the  Council  in  conjunction 
with  the  ICSSR  and  the  CSDS  for  continuation  and  expansion 
of  its  Survey  Research  and  Training  Centre  and  was  cleared 
by  the  Government  of  India.  The  Danish  government  conveyed 
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its  agreement  to  provide  assistance  on  a  grant  basis  within  a 
total  amount  of  two  million  Danish  kroners  for  a  period  of 
5  years  in  March  1979.  The  total  budget  amount  approved 
was  Rs.  37.58  lakhs.  The  first  instalment  of  Rs.  2.85  lakhs 
was  received  from  the  Royal  Danish  Embassy,  New  Delhi, 
in  April  1979  towards  meeting  the  cost  of  personnel  and  for 
running  two  training  courses.  No  training  courses  could  be 
run  as  modalities  of  collaboration  between  CSD  and  CSDS 
could  not  be  finalized.  In  December  1980  the  ICSSR  appoin¬ 
ted  a  Committee  to  examine  afresh  the  proposal  of  setting  up  of 
SRTC  with  regard  to  its  background,  autonomy,  operationa¬ 
lization  of  the  programmes,  etc.,  and  the  funding  and  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  User’s  Committee  to  make  out  the  details  for 
effective  working  of  the  SRTC. 

Advisory  Service 

The  Council  continued  providing  advisory  services  to  the 
Lutheran  World  Service  (India)  in  their  PREM  Cell  and 
evaluating  their  programmes  besides  arranging  and  conduc¬ 
ting  a  seminar  or  training  programme  for  them.

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INSTITUTE  OF  DEVELOPMENT  STUDIES 
JAIPUR 

The  Council  had  decided  to  establish  a  social  science 
research  institute  at  Jaipur  in  collaboration  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Rajasthan  on  the  lines  of  the  Research  Institutes 
established  in  Karnataka,  Kerala,  Madras,  Uttar  Pradesh  and 
West  Bengal,  as  recommended  by  the  Chakravorty  Committee. 
An  Expert  Committee  set  up  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Professor  Ravi  J.  Mathai  in  1976  to  examine  the  question 
suggested  certain  guidelines  and  decided  to  hold  discussions 
with  scholars  and  representatives  of  the  government  and 
industry  from  Rajasthan.  The  work  of  the  Committee  could 
not,  however,  proceed  due  to  certain  developments.  The 
Council  was  in  constant  touch  with  the  Government  of  Rajas¬ 
than  for  the  establishment  of  the  Centre. 

During  the  middle  of  1980  the  University  of  Rajasthan  set 
up  a  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Professor  S.P. 
Verma  to  expedite  the  process  of  establishment  of  an  Institute. 
After  close  consultation  with  the  ICSSR  and  the  Government 
of  Rajasthan,  the  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Jaipur, 
was  set  up  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Government  of  Rajas¬ 
than.  A  Board  of  Governors  was  constituted  with  Professor 
M.V.  Mathur  as  its  Chairman.  The  Institute  was  registered  as 
a  Society  under  the  Societies  Registration  Act,  1860.  The 
Memorandum  of  Association  and  Rules  were  framed. 

The  principal  objective  of  the  Institute  is  to  undertake,  aid, 
promote  and  coordinate  research  on  the  problems  and  proces¬ 
ses  of  development  in  India  with  special  reference  to  Rajasthan. 
It  aims  at  cultivating  strong  interaction  among  the  social 
scientists  and  technologists  in  the  various  fields  of  develop¬ 
ment,  and  fostering  inter-institutional  collaboration  among 
the  universities,  research  institutes  and  policy-makers  in  Rajas¬ 
than.  It  has  established  contacts  with  the  Geological  Survey  of 
India,  Central  Arid  Zone  Research  Institute  and  other  develop¬ 
mental  agencies  in  the  state. 

The  Institute  requested  the  ICSSR  to  include  it  as  one  of 
the  national  social  science  research  institutes  for  maintenance 
and  development  grant  from  the  ICSSR.  A  Visiting  Committee 
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appointed  to  examine  the  proposal,  discussed  it  with  the  autho¬ 
rities  of  the  Institute  and  concerned  officials  of  the  Government 
of  Rajasthan  and  recommended  inclusion  of  the  Institute  for  a 
grant  from  the  ICSSR  and  the  State  Government  on  matching 
basis.  This  was  approved  by  the  ICSSR  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Government  of  India  in  March  1981.  Accordingly,  the  Instiute 
was  included  in  the  grant-in-aid  scheme.  During  March  1981 
the  Institute  received  a  non-recurring  grant  of  Rs.  50,000  each 
from  the  ICSSR  and  the  Government  of  Rajasthan. 

It  has  set  up  a  Committee  of  Direction  and  made  necessary 
changes  in  the  Memorandum  of  Association  as  suggested  by 
the  Visiting  Committee.  The  Institute  decided  to  take  steps  to 
advertise  posts  for  selection  of  academic  and  administrative 
personnel.

Major  Events 


In  addition  to  the  on-going  research  and  training  program¬ 
mes,  the  year  also  saw  a  rapid  expansion  of  the  Institute's 
activities  in  new  directions.  These  included  :  (i)  Faculty  Impro¬ 
vement  Programme  through  exchange  of  scholars  and  collabo¬ 
rative  research  with  other  institutions ;  (ii)  review  of  the  focus 
of  research  through  a  National  Seminar  on  Relevance  in 
Social  Science  Research  ;  and  (iii)  the  library  improvement 
drive  through  further  acquisition  of  basic  books  and  Asian 
materials.

Commission,  was  re-elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  a  second  term  of  3  years  from  September 
1980.  Dr.  C.H,  Hanumantha  Rao’s  term  as  Director  of  the 
Institute  ended  in  September  1980  when  Dr.  P.C  Joshi  took 
over  for  a  term  of  four  years.

Centre  and  Bureau  of  Public  Enterprises,  for  three  weeks,  at 
New  Delhi,  during  9-30  March  1981.  This  Workshop  was 
attended  by  31  participants  drawn  from  16  countries. 

ShriT.L.  Sankar,  IAS,  has  taken  over  as  Director  of  the 
Institute  in  January  1981.  During  the  year  two  more  faculty 
members  have  joined  the  Institute. 

Research 

The  Institute  has  completed  the  report  on  the  study  of 
“Employment  Generating  Schemes  for  Tribal  Women  in  East 
Godavari  District,  Andhra  Pradesh",  sponsored  by  UNICEF. 

A  research  project  sponsored  by  the  Institute  on  its  own  on 
“Parliamentary  Control  over  Public  Enterprises’’  has  been 
completed.  A  one  day  seminar  on  the  evaluation  of  the  study  has 
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been  conducted  in  which  25  public  servants  and  executives  of 
public  enterprises  and  academics  participated.  Based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  seminar  the  study  is  being  revised. 

Training 

The  Institute  has  conducted  four  training  programmes 
exclusively  for  the  Engineers  of  Department  of  Irrigation, 
Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh  on  ‘‘Materials  Management9’. 

The  Institute  is  conducting  a  one-year  specialized  post¬ 
graduate  diploma  programme  in  Public  Enterprise  Management 
for  the  executives  in  the  various  public  sector  units  located  in 
and  around  Hyderabad.  This  programme  is  recognized  by  the 
Osmania  University.  During  the  year  1980-81,  the  third  batch 
of  24  executives  underwent  this  programme. 

Consultancy 

The  Rural  Electrification  Corporation  commissioned  two 
consultancy  studies  on  “Systems  Approach  to  Rural  Electrifi¬ 
cation  and  Development”  and  on  “Rural  Electrification  for  the 
Provision  of  Drinking  Water’'.  The  second  study  was  covered 
in  three  states,  viz.,  Andhra  Pradesh,  Orissa  and  Rajasthan.  The 
study  has  been  completed  and  report  submitted. 

The  Institute  continued  to  be  the  consultant  for  the 
Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh  on  public  enterprises  and  lias 
rendered  services  to  a  large  number  of  undertakings  on  various 
problems  such  as  mergers,  nationalization,  take  over  of  sick 
units  and  their  monitoring,  corporate  planning,  etc. 

Ph.D.  Programme 

The  Institute,  which  is  recognized  by  the  Osmania  Univer¬ 
sity  as  a  Centre  for  training  Ph.  D.s,  had  four  research  scholars 
of  whom  two  were  ICSSR  Fellows. 

Data  Bank-Publications 

The  Institute’s  Data  Bank  has  compiled  and  published  a 
Yearbook  of  PEs  of  Andhra  Pradesh  1980.  In  this  publication 
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the  performance  of  the  state  public  enterprises  has  been 
reviewed.  This  issue  is  the  second  in  the  series. 

The  Institute  continued  publication  of  its  quarterly  journal. 

Library 

There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  number  of  books 
and  journals  acquired.  Additional  equipment  for  the  library 
has  been  acquired  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  25,000.  A  major  addition 
to  the  Institute’s  library  during  the  year  is  Harvard  Business 
Review  Library ,  an  indispensible  assembly  of  management 
know-how  comprising  102  volumes. 

Building  Extension

fellowships  has  been  given  to  a  member  of  staff  of  a  college 
in  the  state  on  a  salary  protection  basis. 

Seminars/  Workshops 

The  Monthly  Seminars  for  1980  had  its  theme  ''Analysis  of 
Poverty  in  Tamil  Nadu”.  The  theme  for  the  1981  Seminars  is 
“Tamil  Nadu  Economy  :  Performance  and  Prospects”.  The 
Monthly  Seminar  papers  continue  to  be  published  in  the 
Institute’s  publication  Bulletin,  Madras  Development  Seminar 
Series ,  which  has  been  appearing  regularly  every  month. 
Special  seminars  were  conducted  by  Dr.  P.G.K.  Panikar,  Dr. 
Judith  Heyer,  Dr.  Amalendu  Guha,  Dr.  J.  Krishnamurty, 
Mr.  Anil  Gupta,  Dr.  Joan  Mencher,  Dr.  N.S.S.  Narayana, 
Professor  Y.A.  Yudin,  Academician  E.M.  Primakov  and 
Professor  G.G.  Kotovsky,  Dr.  Baudhayan  Chattopadhyay. 
Dr.  T.N.  Srinivasan,  Dr.  Ruth  Glass  and  Dr.  D.  Hunstock. 

Special  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  bring  together 
researchers  working  on  the  Tamil  Nadu  economy.  Two  semi¬ 
nars  were  held  for  this  purpose.  The  first  from  6  to  8  October 
1980  brought  together  about  50  scholars,  teachers  and  students 
mainly  from  different  parts  of  the  state,  but  also  included  some 
from  outside  and  some  foreign  scholars  currently  working  in 
Tamil  Nadu.  Twenty  papers  were  presented  and  discussed. 

The  second  seminar  held  on  13  and  14  March  1981  to  bring 
together  Ph.D.  scholars  and  their  guides  in  different  parts  of 
Tamil  Nadu  working  on  problems  related  to  the  state’s  eco¬ 
nomy  was  attended  by  26  Ph.D.  scholars  and  guides.  Each 
Ph.D.  scholar  reported  on  his/her  research  theme,  the  method 
adopted  and  sources  of  data.  The  presentations  were  followed 
by  general  discussions. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  Social  Scientists  from  the 
Southern  States  was  held  on  29  and  30  November  1980. 
Twenty-six  participants  representing  14  universities  and  three 
research  institutes  and  drawn  from  10  disciplines  within  the 
social  sciences  attended  the  meeting.  The  main  theme  for  dis¬ 
cussion  was  the  Ph.D.  Programme — selection  of  candidates, 
training,  evaluation  of  theses,  fellowships,  etc.  A  review  paper 
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on  “Teaching  and  Research  in  Education  in  South  Indian 
Universities”  was  presented  by  Dr*  (Sint)  LIU  PillaL 

The  Tenth  Interdisciplinary  Research  Methodology  Work¬ 
shop  for  the  Southern  States  was  held  at  the  Institute  of 
Development  Studies.  Mysore  University,  Mysore  from  28  to 
31  May  1980.  The  workshop  brought  together  35  participants 
from  different  universites  and  research  institutes  in  South 
India.  The  theme  of  the  Workshop  was  “Rural  Change  :  An 
Interdisciplinary  Perspective”,  which  was  a  continuation  of  the 
discussions  on  “Rural  Problems”  conducted  in  the  preceding 
three  workshops. 

The  Tenth  Census  of  Social  Science  Research  in  the 
Southern  States  which  gave  details  of  276  research  projects 
(61  M.  Phil,  dissertations,  J37  Ph.D.  theses  and  78  non-degree 
research  projects)  from  universities,  colleges  and  research 
institutes  was  published  in  the  May-June  1980  issue  of  the 
Bulletin, 


Evaluation  of  National  Adult  Education  Programme  in  the  State 

During  the  year  the  Institute  responded  to  the  invitation  of 
the  Ministry  of  Education,  Government  of  India,  to  evaluate 
the  National  Adult  Education  Programme  in  Tamil  Nadu.  A 
separate  unit  has  been  set  up  for  the  evaluation,  The  appraisal 
covering  the  programme  as  implemented  by  the  voluntary 
agencies  was  completed  by  the  end  of  1980.  The  report  of  this 
evaluation  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Education, 
Government  of  India.  The  Unit  has  been  asked  to  continue 
its  evaluation  work  of  the  Adult  Education  Programme  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  state  government  and  the  universities  in  the 
state.

Research 

The  following  research  projects  were  completed  ; 

(1)  Multinational  Corporations,  Technology  and  Industrial 
Structure. 

(2)  Slums  and  Squatter  Colonies  in  Ahmedabad* 

(3)  Area  Planning  with  Social  Input  :  Planning  for  Health 
and  Medical  Services  with  a  Focus  on  Mother  Child. 

(4)  Preliminary  Report  on  Economic  Aspects  of  Social 
Indicators. 

Sixteen  research  projects  were  in  progress.  Three  were 
sponsored  during  the  year. 

The  Institute  continues  with  the  Adult  Education  Evalua¬ 
tion  Cell  financed  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  Social 
Welfare  of  the  Government  of  India.  On  expiry  of  the  earlier 
sanction  on  31  March  1981,  this  Cell  will  continue  further  for 
two  years  for  making  periodical  quick  appraisal  of  the  Adult 
Education  Programme  in  Gujarat,  and  a  comprehensive  evalu¬ 
ative  study  with  reference  to  the  social  objectives  of  NAEP, 
providing  evaluation  support  to  the  Resource  Centre  as  well  as 
advising  the  state  government  in  matters  relating  to  evaluation. 
Its  expertise  will  also  be  available  to  states  other  than 
Gujarat. 

For  the  District  Planning  Cell  for  Panchmahals  of  Godhra, 
the  Institute  continued  functioning  as  a  Link  Institute  and 
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helped  the  Cell  to  work  on  (i)  assessment  of  present  strategies  of 
development  and  suggesting  approaches  for  the  future;  (ii)  prepa¬ 
ration  of  an  indicative/perspective  plan  for  optimum  utilization 
of  resources;  (iii)  training  of  personnel  in  methodology  of  project 
planning  and  execution;  and  (iv)  preparation  of  manuals/ 
guides  for  project  formulation.  Functioning  of  Link  Institute 
and  Cell  with  the  financial  support  from  Ford  Foundation, 
through  the  IIP  A  New  Delhi  has  come  to  an  end  but  in  view 
of  the  Government  of  Gujarat's  interest  the  existing  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Cel!  and  the  Institute  with  the  role  of  the  Link 
Institute  would  continue  beyond  1  April  1981  and  Government 
of  Gujarat  has  agreed  to  finance  this  new  arrangement. 

Publications 

Vol.  IX  and  X  of  the  Institute’s  bi-annual  journal  Anvesak 
were  published.  Madhukari,  Gujarati  bi-annual  journal  of 
the  Institute  entered  its  seventh  year.  Vol.  VI,  No.  1  &  2  of 
Madhukari  were  brought  out.  Preparation  and  editing  of  the 
TCSSR  Journal  of  Abstracts  and  Reviews  :  Economics  continues 
with  the  Institute.

The  International  Seminar  on  ‘Tnter-relatio-nships  between 
Demographic  Factors  and  Income  Distribution  :  Problems  of 
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Measurement,  Description  and  Interpretation”,  was  organized 
by  the  IUSSP  at  the  Institute  on  5-7  January  1981.  Thirty-one 
delegates  from  different  countries  participated.

Periodical  internal  workshops/ 
seminars  remained  a  regular  feature  and  the  researchers  actively 
participated  in  the  programme.

Erasmus  University,  Rotterdam  from  18  to  26  October  1980, 
(ii)Shri  G.V.  S.N.  Murty,  “Fourth  World  Congress  of  Econo¬ 
metric  Society”,  at  AIXEM— PROVENCE,  France  during 
28  August  to  2  September  1980,  (iii)  Staff  members  attended 
the'JNational  Conference  organized  at  the  Gokhale  Institute  of 
Economics  and  Politics,  Pune. 

Training/Teacher  Programme 

The  Institute  organized  a  Summer  Course  on  Research 
Methodology  from  6  May  1980  to  14  June  1980  with  financial 
assistance  of  the  ICSSR,  Twenty-three  teachers  and  researchers 
from  different  parts  of  the  country  participated.  With  the 
financial  assistance  of  Department  of  Personnel  Affairs,  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India,  a  six-week  training  programme  on  State 
Planning  with  a  Background  of  Macro  Planning  was  organized 
from  20  November  to  31  December  1980.  The  Department  of 
Personnel  Administration  Reforms,  Ministry  of  Home 
Affairs,  Government  of  India,  has  sanctioned  Rs.  32,000  for 
organizing  a  training  programme  on  District  Block  Level 
Planning  at  the  Institute,  from  21  June  1981  to  11  July  198  L 

Ph.  D.  Programme 

Two  candidates,  who  have  been  awarded  ICSSR  Junior 
Research  Fellowships  and  registered  for  Ph.  D.  with  the 
Gujarat  University  are  affiliated  to  the  Institute, 
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Advisory  and  Consultancy  Services 

The  Institute  also  extended  its  co-operation  to  other  centres 
in  the  region  in  their  training  programme  viz.,  School  of  Plann¬ 
ing,  B  K.  Institute  of  Business  Management,  Department  of 
Commerce  and  to  other  educational  institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing  affiliated  to  Gujarat  University  and  to  the  Economics 
Departments  of  other  universities,  South  Gujarat  University 
and  M.S..  University,  in  Gujarat. 

Professor  K.  K.  Subrahmaniau  was  appointed  as  a  Consul¬ 
tant  by  UNCTAD  from  I  September  1981  for  a  period  of  5-6 
months  on  Human  Resources  Flow  Study.  Professor  Atul  Sarma 
was  appointed  as  a  Consultant  by  FAO  from  13  February  to 
31  March  1981  for  the  project  on  .“Resource  Flows  to  Agri¬ 
culture55.  Professor  Y.K.  Alagh  was  appointed  as  Consultant  to 
FAO  from  November  18  to  17  December  1980  on  the  project 
on  “Resource  Flows  to  Agriculture’'  and  as  a  Resource  person 
in  the  ESCAP  organized  Expert  Meeting  on  “Agricultural 
Development  Planning  and  Policy55  in  the  first  week  of  May 
1980.

M'.S.  Trivedi  were  appointed  as  Professors  in  the  Institute. 
Dr.  Atul  Sarma  was  appointed  as  Professor  in  the  State  Plann¬ 
ing  Programme  and  Dr.  Girja  Sh.aran  as  Professor  in  the  Link 
Institute  Scheme.  Shri  G.Y.S.N.  Murthy  was  appointed  as 
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Professor  on  a  temporary  basis.  Dr.  R,  Radhakrishna  was  invi¬ 
ted  by  the  School  of  Social  Sciences,  Hyderabad  University,  to 
help  in  the  organization  of  theif  newly  set-up  Department  of 
Economics.

The  construction  work  of  eight  service  units  for  housing 
essential  maintenance  staff  and  other  development  work  on  the 
campus  continued  during  the  year. 

Library  and  Statistical  Laboratory 

During  the  period,  the  Institute  received  3,574  rare  books 
and  government  reports  by  way  of  donation  from  late  Principal 
S.V.  Desai,  Dr.  D.T.  Lakdawala,  Dr.  Y.K.  Alagh,  Dr.  Bravin 
Visaria,  Dr.  Leela  Visaria,  and  Dr.  Girja  Sharan.  The  Library 
collection  now  consists  of  21,397  books  and  back  volumes. 
The  library  also  subscribes  to  200  journals 

The  micro-computer  system  facilitated  small-scale  data 
processing  and  other  statistical  work.  The  Institute  also  conti¬ 
nues  with  the  arrangement  with  the  Physical  Research  Labora¬ 
tory  for  the  use  of  IBM-360  computer  for  handling  large-scale 
data  and  compiles  statistical  processing  work.  The  Data  Bank 
preserves  in  its  archives  the  data  from  projects  undertaken  by 
the  Institute.
